Ulcerated. I call'd tor her Child, whom

Mouth, upon which I declared them doth 


to have the Pox. I will net pretend to 


determine whether the Woman was infe- 
Qed before her Delivery, and ſo the Child 
brought into the World with the Diſtem- 
per, or whether the Father did, by Kiſſing, 
infect the Child, and fo the Malignity 
was convey'd to the Mother through the 
porous Body of the Nipples; but to make 
good my aſſertion, pray obſerve the event. 
A Neighbour, who was a Nurſe, com- 
ing to viſit the Woman whoſe Breaſts were 
ſore, and hearing her complain of the ten- 
derneſs of her Nipples, ſhe took up the in- 


fected Child, Kiſſed it, and gave it her 


Breaſt (ſhe being ignorant of the Diſtem- | 
per) the Child ſucked of her, and inſected 
her, inſomuch that her Lips and Breaſts 
brake out with Ulcerous ſores; moreover, 
a Girl about 8 years old, that liv'd in the 
Houſe, and uſed to Kiſs and play with the 
Child, was by it infected.

Nurſe, to be wary in chuſing of Nurſes, 
and in like manner Nurſes ought to be 
careſul, what and whoſe Children they 
take, for the Diſeaſe is very often commu- 
nicated from Nurſes to Children, and as 
often received by Nurſes from the, for a 
very ſmall matter is able to infect either, 
and many Families have been undone by 
receiving the venome this way.

is not to he imagined how many men 
and women, as well as Children are deſtroy- 
ed in a year by this Diſeaſe, though in the 
weekly Bills it paſſes for Ferers, Conſum- 
ptions, Griping of the Guts, Worms, Ric- 
kets, Cc. ? Tis dangerous to ſweat in a Bed 
with one that hath the Pox, and young 
People are often infected this way, but 
I pray miſtake me not, for many will ſay

may be, for ſome Conſtitutions are ſo har- 
dy that they will not be eaſily infected, but 
any man of Sence muſt believe, that not.

wholſome Bed fellow muſt of neceſſity be 
infected, but I am ſure that the continu- 
ance of ſuch muſt vitiate the beſt of Con- 
ſtitutions : 'tis more than once, that I 
have known a healthy ſound Body become 
lean, weak, and diſeaſed by being a con- 
ſtant Bed fellow to a ſickly Perſon : Let 
therefore young People eſpeciaily be cau- 
tious of their Bed-fellows, for the Kings 
Evil, Scurvy, and other Diſeaſes may be 
received by frequently lying in the Bed 
with perſons ſo affected. Nor can I for- 
bear pittying Parents, where neceſſity in- 
forces them to let their Children l;e with 
their ſemale Servants (for Maids I dare not 
call them) many of which have ſecret Di- 
ſeaſes, which they too often leave among 
Families as they move from houſe to houſe. 

There is a great deal of variety in Bo- 
dies; and 'tis matter of Fact, that San- 
gui ne and Flegmatick perſons do ſooner re- 
ceive the Infection, then Cholerick or Me- 
lancholy do; but then again, Nature is 
more kind to them, and they are more ea- 
ſily cured than the other.

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CHAP. II. 


The Signs of the Lues Venerea. 


IT» E Signs of this Diſtemper are va- 
rious , not only becauſe of the 


ſtrength, age or conſtitution of the Pati- 


ent, but alſo in the nature of the Diſeaſe. 
11 will therefore make ſome diſtinction, and 
will be more particular in denoting the 
true Symptom of each particular Pox, and 
then I will give the exact Symptoms of 


that we call Gonorrbæa, or Clap. 
And you may obſerve, that as there are 


different ways of getting the Diſeaſe, ſo 


there are different ſorts of the Diſeaſe to 
be got; and that tis poſſible for a man to 
get a light or a ſmall Infeftion at ſome: 
times, and other times a man may get that 
in a moment which may ſtick by him ma- 
ny Months, or, as he may order the mat- 


ter, perhaps much longer. 


I mean that a real Pox may be got in as 
little time, as a ſmall Clap. I know ſome 
are of a different opinion; but *tis their 
ignoranee makes theme ſo. But now to

Violent eins in the Head, which are 
worſe towards Night, and hinder ſleep till 
the Night is almoſt conſumed, great hea- 
vineſs in the Head in the day, pain be- 


to the Ears, and foon alter the voice, hard 
clots like Glew blown from the Noſe, pains 


great Burthens; ſore ſtitches in the Body, 
or breaking out of Scabs like Acorn cups, 
or tetters and ſcurf on the Body, with the 
waſting of Fleſh, ſmall puſiles on the pri- 
vate Parts, which at firſt itch much, and 
then-turn to ſmall Sores ; white on the 
edge and hard, which in ſhort time fpread 
and increaſe their hardneſs, ragged fleſhy 
Excreſcencies and Warts about the Funda- 
ment, or Privities, ſwellings in the Groin, 
and in the private Parts, violent pains and 
ſwellings on the Shins; all theſe are Sym- 
ptoms of the Pox. 

Now the Symptoms of a Clap differ 
from the former; and though many peo-

appears, the firſt Symptom is a debility 
as if you were wearied by much Ex- 
ercife, then an itching about the private 
Parts with frequent making water, _

| tween the Eyes, fore Throats that fhoot up 


in the Shoulders, as if they had carried 


the wiſer may obſerve, how gradually it 
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that but little at a time ; the part appears 
oum'd or glewed up, with ſome ſmall dif- 
ficulty in making Urine, although frequent 
provocation to it; then follows the heat 
of Urine, and at laſt the running, in ſome 
white, in others more yellow, according 
to the quality of the Diſeaſe, for as there l 
is difference between burning ones Finger 
by ſnuffing a Candle, and the burn that may 
be got by handling a red hot Iron, ſo is 
there like difference in the catching this 
Diſeaſe; for as ſome Dogs bite harder 
than other, ſo ſome Bodies are more iufe- 
ctious than others. | 3 
Then comes the pain in Erection, ſnoot- 
ing in the Groins, and Cods, and itching 
at the root of the Yard, and 
ſometimes ſwellings of the * Foreskip.. 
* Prepuce, with great inflam- i 
mation, oftimes pains in the Back, Hips and 
Thighs, are forerunners of the Diſeaſe. 
Now pray obſerve, that theſe are the 
infallible Signs of a Clap, ſome of them 
hapning to one, and ſome to another, and 
yet 1 have known all of them to happen 
to one perſon, and all in a ſhort time of 
one another; now the poor Sinner, would

ned men have rold him the Diſeaſe may lye 
Seven years before it appears, which old 
Peter ſays is a great untruth. 1 
I I have had the honour ſome years to 

converſe with a learned man, who I really 
believe, never had the Diſeaſe, (and J am 
very ſure never rightly underſtood the cure 
of it) this honeſt Gentleman was really of 
opinion, that the Diſtemper might lye 20 
years in the Body without appearing; nay 
he aſſured me, he not only thought ſo, 
but knew it; in all which I knew, and 
have often told him his miſtake ; but good 
Manners , as well as many obligations, 
made me forbear laughing at him; this 
Doctrine was uſher'd in by Ignorance, in 
the infancy of Phyſick, and bas. been up- 
held fiance by Avarice, (both which my 
Friend was free from) and 'tis from hence 
that ſome people intitle themſelves to be 
the Governeurs of their deluded Patients 
pockets as well as Bodies, every Spring 
and Fall ſo long as they live. But my bu- 
fineſs here is not to amuſe, but to inform. 
Therefore take notice, That a Clap 
doth ſometimes appear in a Day or two, 
or three; ſometimes it lies a Week, or 
more without appearing ; bur never above 
a Month or two without ſome Symptom. I

or two after the Ad, and has none of theſe 
Symptoms, need never fear till he renews his 
Crime.

But for the Signs of the Pox, they are 
more various: They ſometimes ſhew them- 
ſelves in one, two or three Days ; fome- 
times lye a Week or two, a Month, and 
ſometimes a Year ; but ſeldom more, with- 
out ſome apparent Signs. And *tis moſt 
ſure, the longer it lies before it appears, 
the worſe it is; for it lies not idle; but 
when it appears, tis then moſt inyeterate; - 
and oftimes tis diſguis'd, and paſſes for 
another Diſtemper, till it proves the de- 
ſtruction of the Patient. Let no man ei- 
ther fright or flatter himſelf in this parti- 

_ cular, I would not have every unhappy 
Mortal fancy they have theſe Symptoms; 
nor would I that any ſhould flatter them- 
ſelves, that becauſe they have none of theſe 
Symptoms (at leaſt they think none) that 
therefore their caſe cannot be Venereal, ſome 
odd-cafes will happen, and there be people 
that cannot deſcribe their own Caſes, but

0 amtes all the Effects of this 
raging Diſtemper, would take up 
time; therefore, as briefly as poſſible, I will 
ſhew how great a Tyrant this Diſeaſe is, 
to thoſe People who either ſcorn to own they 
have it, or thoſe who being aſhamed to con- 
feſs their condition, rather venture to un- 
dergo it, than-wiſely to ſeek for belp. I 
have known ſome ſo fordidly fooliſh, * 
having had Ulcers on the Penis, they have 
fo long lighted the Diſeaſe, until the part 
hath been mortified even unto the Belly; 
upon whieh enſued immediate Death; and 
ſome eſcaping with their Lives, have loft 
moſt part, if not all of the Members. 1 
have known others to have been almoſt 
eaten up by this Diſeaſe, before they have 
Anon ſo much as the Name of theirMala- 
dy. T have ſeen many Women with large 
"Ulcers in the Neck f the Womb, which 
have cauſed continual pains,” by corroding 
4 _ parts : Others that have been ulce- 
| rated 
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rated from the Pubes even to the An; 
inſomuch that the Zabia have been eaten 
away in ſome, and in many mortified. Ma- 
ny have ſpungy Excreſcencies on the La- 
bia, with multitudes of Warts round the 
Labia and Azns; and many have the Ve. 
nereal Fiftula in Ano; which will admit 
of no Cure, without the uſe of good An- 
X tivenereal Medicines. 
I have known ſome who having been 
= ſeized with a violent pain in the Head, 
and in all the Limbs, have fallen into a 
Fever, and died Mad; ſome have ſharp 
and continual Pains in the Joynts, and in 
the Shoulders, aud Nodes fixt to the Bones 
in many parts of the Body, inſomuch that 
the very Bones become Rotten, for the Diſ- 
caſe is ſo Malign, that it will creep between 
the Bone and the Fleſh, and conſume 
bo | | 8 
Theſe Nodes are by ſome called Gum- 
mata, they are painful Swellings, and are 
caus'd by the Flegmatick part of the Dif- 
eaſe left behind, in ill managed Courſes of 
Phyſick ; but in ſome they are abſolute 
Elevations of the Bone, the Venome hav-

ing penetrated the Perioftium.

Some have the Uvala and the Palat of the 
Mouth eaten awaylby Ulcers. 

And many you ſe who loſe their Noſes 
by this violent Diſeaſe, ſome have the tip 
of the Noſe and Noſtrils eaten away; ſome | 
loſe their Eyes, and many their Hearing, 
and ſome have their Mouths drawn awry ; 
and indeed I could quote multitudes of 
Examples of the fury of it. Oh how in. 
tollerable are the pains that many poor 
Wretches indure by this Diſtemper, eſpe- 
cially in the Night, at which time it moſt 7 
boldly walks it Rounds, to atHit poor 
Mortals ; for indeed all Pains are worſe in 
the Night than the Day, by reaſon that 
the exerciſing of the Body in the day doth 
divert the Pain, but the warmth of the 
Bed at Night doth ftir up the Malignity, 
and the very thoughts of the Patient in the 7 
Night being fix d on the object of Pain, 
make the miſery more intolerable. = 

Many years have ſome undergone the 
Tyranny of this Diſtemper, till at laſt 
having Enervated all the parts of the Bo. 
dy, and conſumed the Fleſh to the Bones, 
it. brings them to the Grave, who, per- 
haps, had they but uſed ſuch Medicines as 
are proper in ſuch caſes, might ſoon have 
Eradicated the Diſeaſe from their Bodies; 
"tis not a ſmall number, but many theu- 
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ſands that have periſhed for want of ſuch 
noble Medicines, as have force to over- 
come the Malignity of this Diſeaſe. 

How many Conſumptions, Catharrs, Aft - 
ma's, and many more Diſeaſes proceed 


from nothing elſe but this Fountain, which 
Vitiating the Blood, corrupts the Humours, 
begets an ill habit of Body, never to be 


cured but by Antivenereals. VYme very

ſure, that many Knotty Diſeaſes , which 
= oftimes ruin the Patient, and quite Tire 
the Phyſician, might be eaſily cured, were 
they but attacked as if they were the Pox 
(which moſt of them are) but ſometimes 
the Credit and Reputation of the Patient, 
makes it ſcarce miſtruſted, for it will, and 
has often been ſaid, ho can imagine ſuch a 
per ſon guilty of ſuch a Crime, as the getting 
th Diſeaſe ?

ted with this Diſeaſe) he has relyed on the 
integrity of the Patient, and treated him 
Fer her as if they had had ſome other Di- 


ſtemper. It has often been ſaid to me, 


it? 
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it? Tis not my buſineſs, I tell them, to 
inquire into that, *tis enough I know the 
Diſeaſe, and how to Cure it. And tis 
both honeſt and friendly to tell them truth, 
let them take it as they liſt: how often have I 
known a fooliſh Villain marry with the Diſ- 
eaſe upon him, give ic his Wife, get cu- 
red privately himſelf, and the poor inno- 
cent languiſh under the Diſeaſe; till at laſt 
fear of diſcovery, not humanity has made 
the Brute look out for cure for her; but 
then, forſooth, you muſt cure her as he di- 
recs, for ſhe muſt not know what ſhe ay les; 
ſhe'ought to be flux d, the Diſeaſe being 
confirmed, but you muſt not do that leaft the 
Relations ſuſpect ; nay, perhaps find it out; 
thus are Artiſts many times deluded, for- 
ced to make bricks without ſtraw ; on the 
other hand; ſometimes the rampant dame 
brings home the Diſeaſe, gives it her Hus- 
band, which he poor ſheak dares not call 
by its true Name, for fear it ſhould reflect 
on his Governeſs ; who threatens him with 
the diſpleaſure of her mighty Family, and 
therefore it muſt paſs for a ſtrain, Which 
may be brings him into an incurable Con- 
ſumption. AUST | 

Let me not be miſunderſtood, I am not 
for widening any breach in a Family, tis 
more humane to reconcile; nor am I any 

* way 
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way for ſuffering my Patient to miſcarry» 
nor have Teyer been uſed to divulge any 
Mans misfortune : I will, more willingly 
ſay with that ancient Roman, who when 
he was reviled with having an ill breath, 
anſwered,that his breath was become ſtrong 


with keeping of many Secrets. 


Had not my breaſt been uſed to conceal 

ſuch matters, what Miſchiefs, Blood, and 
Murthers, might I have ſeen; I hope I 
may without Vanity ſay, that I have as juſt 
a Title to the moſt ſecret Cure, as any man 
whatever, my meaning only is, thoſe who 


will not be governed in ſubmitting to ſuch .. 


a Cure as my Judgment directs, ſhall preſ- 
cribe methods and rules to ſome body elſe ; 
for I will never a& againſt my conſcience ta 
the detriment of my Patient. 2 
Nor doth this Diſeaſe always terminate 

in the Parents; for many times *tis Here- 
ditary, Children are born of infected Pa- 
rents; and that which was the Pox in the 
Father, may prove the Rickets, Scurvy, E- 
vil, an Aſthma, or other Diſtemper in the 
Child, who being always unhealthy is al- 
ways phy ſicking, yet never ſound; among 
many of theſe, there are but few that live 
to be men, or women, and of them but 
few that are prolifick, and of ſuch as are, 
the breed are ſcarce worth the rearing ; 

to 


aa) 
to remedy all this an inquiry muſt be made 
Into the nature of the Diſtemper ; for 
whatever is in the leaſt complicated with 
the Venereal Diſeaſe, will prove very ſtub- 
born in the cure, and will not yield to or- 
dinary means; and indeed cannot be cu- x 
red without the uſe of good Antivenereal 


Medicines. To ſpeak more plainly in this 


Caſe, I advife ſuch Parents as have reefon 
to ſuſpect their own miſcarriages, are the 
occaſjon their breed are ſo unhealthy to 
take care to amend the matter, by cauſing 
their Off-ſpring to Salivate, before they i 
ſuffer them to joyn with other Families, | 


leaſt Barrenneſs or other accidents be the 


occaſion of diſtaſte between a Man and 
Wife, which may prove irreconcileable. I | 
am ſure this Advice is both honeſt and | 
Profitable, and can grate only on the Guil- 
ty, for *tis as great a Crime to cheat- a 
Family with an unſound Sen or Daugh- 
ter, as with a falſe Title, or a pre-mort- 
gaged Eſtate. Weds og 


CHAP. 
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S. 
The * cauſed by ignorant Pre- 
renders. 

THE Diverſity of my practice in this 

City, for ſeveral years hath given me 
occaſion to obſerve, that many Miſchiefs 
are daily occafioned by Iinpudent and Igno- 
rant Pretenders, I mean not only thoſe 
Vagrants who pretend to bring ſuch 
Strange and Wonderful Medicines from Fo- 
reigu Parts (who had they been worth any 
thing, would have ſtaid in their own 
Countrey, or if they could have done 
ſuch Wonders as they boaſt of, would have 
had better Wool on their backs. ) But many 


of our own Countrey-men, who too bold- 
ly venture on the curing of Diſeaſes, with- 


| Four ever knowing the Nature and Cauſes 


of them. Nay, many times, wor ſo much 
8s the Name of the Diſtemper. Who al- 
though illiterate Perſons, and never bred 
to the Knowledge of the Practice of Phy- 
ſick and Chyrurgery ; yet boldly fly at all, 
vajuing a Patient's Life no more than their 
g own little or no Credits; moſt of them pre- 
tending

tending to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, and 
making the moſt ſmall appearance ſeem to 
be the higheſt Degree of the Pox ; eſpe- 
cially when the Patient confeſſes a Guilt, 
they ſpeedily pronounce, Tis the Infection; 
making moſt of thoſe people that go to 
them for Advice, to believe they have the 
Pox, although they are never ſo free from 
it, for if the Patient but propoſe this un- 
happy queſtion, Sir, Do you not think 1% 
bave the Foul Diſeaſe? They then as 
ſuddenly reply, N, N. Thus many an 
harmleſs Perſon is inſnared through his 
own Ignorance, and cauſed to undergo 
ſuch ſtrange Courſes of Phyſick, as too of- 
ten ruin both Body and Purſe ; Nay, the 
Miſery of their raſhneſs ends not here; 
for oftentimes ſuch Differences between 
Man and Wife are occaſioned by theſe Pro. 
ceedings, as cauſe a Diſorder in the Fa- 
mily their whole Life-time. As for Ex- 

ample, | 

A Woman (who, I believe, is very ho- 

neſt) going to one who pretended to great 
Judgment in Urines, (and carrying her | 

Urine to have his Advice) he plainly told | 

her, ſhe had the Pox. He looked in her 
Throat, and told her, ſhe had an Ulcer 
there ; and that if ſhe did not get a ſpeedy 


Cure, ſhe would loſe her Noſe in a ſhort 5 
: e 
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This terrible Sentence much ftartled 


the Woman ; whereupon ſhe tells him,She 


was only troubled with a pain in her Head 
(which was all ſhe ailed, and was occaſi- 
oned only by Obſtructions): He preſently 
pronounces the pain of her Head to be Ve- 
nereal ; telling her, The Pox was in her 
Brain. | 8 * 
Upon this, home ſhe goes, rails at her 


HFusband, and reſolves to be cured, what- 


ever it coſt 2 Her Husband adviſes her to 
come to me, which ſhe did, and deſired 
me to tell her, what 1 would have to cure 
her of this (imaginary) terrible Diſeaſe. 
I made ſtrict Enquiry concerning the ſtate 
of her Body. All I could obſerve, was, 
that ſhe was ſometimes troubled with a 
pain in the Head; which, as I judged, 
was by Obſtructions, as aforeſaid. I en- 
quired of her, whether her pain was No- 
Cturnal, or no? Whether ſhe had any 
pains in her Shoulders, Back, Arms, Thighs, 
Shins, or any of her Joynts ? or any Nodes, 
Excreſcencies, Running, or Soreneſs, or 
Difficulty of Urine, &c. In a word, I 
could find no way ſhe was infected; Where- 
upon I declared ſhe was free from the Pox. 
She was diflatisfied, and told me, ſhe had 
af Ulcer in her Throat. I then looked in 


her Throat, and found all well, which I 


affirm d 


ll 1 
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aſſirm'd to her: ſhe went home, and fell # 
into a great Paſſion, becauſe her Husband | 
would not ſuffer her to go any more to 
the perſon that told her ſhe had the Pox. ® 
She being in this condition, her Husband 
comes to conſult me; upon which we a- 
greed to humour her Fancy, for ſhe being 
ſo far poſſeſſed with the imagination of this 
Diſeaſe, I thought it better to allow her 
Humour, than to oppoſe Reaſon to 8 Wo- 
mari, who already had parted with hers ; * 
beſides, knowing that the Mind is not ſo 
eaſily cured as the Body; and that imagi- 
nary Diſeaſes are more difficult to cure 
than real ones; at her Husbands requeſt 1 
viſited her; ſhe complain'd much of her 
woful condition; I told her, I had confi- 
dered her Caſe, and that I would take 
care to Cure her; upon which ſhe was 
vill very chearful, for ſhe knew ſeveral that I 
Þ! had cured. I Purged her five or fix times 
4 with my Pill, and gave her a few Doſes 
; of my Chalybeate Powder, which cleanſed 
mY her Stomach, and open'd her Obſtrudi- | 
| ons, by which means the pain in the Head 
left her, and ſhe remains very well, being 
thus cured of her imaginary Pox, But I | 
fear a thorough Reconciliation between her | 
and her Husband will take up a longer 


time.

the Patient's Face * much | 
ſwollen, his Tongue hanging out of his

that he had taken ſome very rough Mercu-

in a very ill manner; the Patient could 
not utter one word, but made ſigns for a 
Pen and Paper, which being brought him, 
he wrote that he had taken only four Pills, 
which a perſon pretending to Phy ſick, had 
given him to carry off an Iaſection, which 
he had received of a common Woman, 


« © ſometime before; and that he feared his 


Blood was much infeted, by reaſon ſuch 


ſtrange accidents happened upon ſtirring 
the Humour, 

I could not forbear ſmiling at the Ti- 
midity of the Patient. wherefore I made 
ſearch for ſome Symptom of the Yexerea!l 
Diſeaſe, which 1 was very curious in do- 


ing, bur all over his Body I could not find 
the leaſt ſign of any ſuch Diſtemper, I 


declared it my Opinion, that the Patient 
was abuſed, I inquired of the Nurſe whe- 
C „ 
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ther there were any of the Pills left ; ſhe 


ſhewed one, which I broke, and could 
plainly fee the ſmall Particles of the Crude 


Quick ſilver in it; I: taſted it, and do 
really believe it was nothing but Quick- 


ſilver mix*d with Tereb : I cannot ſay mor- 
tified, the Preparation being ſo imperfect; 
I do believe that the perſon who admini- 
ſtred the Pills, did deſign to have frighted 
the Patient into a belief of the real Pox, 
and by that means to have extorted a Sum i 


of Money from him. 


The Patient (by writing) deſired me to ö 


take Care of him. Upon which I inje- 
cted purgative Clyſters; and by Cathar- 
tick Powders, and Diuretick Salts, I pre- 
<ipitated the Adercary ; and the Patient 


Foon regained his former Health. 


Tis no hard matter to believe that 1 
could inſtance many more ſuch like Ex- 


ness. 


But to paſs by many ſuch ſort of Abuſes, 
Let us ſuppoſe the unhappy Patients to be 
really infected with the Pox ; and ſee 
then what Impoſtors do to them, and how 


ſtrangely they handle them. 


Here indeed the Patient's condition is 


moſt Deplorable; for as the W — 
gives the Clap, the Quack gives them the 


Pox for there is not one Gonorrhea in an 
hundred, 


LET 
hundred; that theſe Fellows. carry off as 
they ought ; for their Common Cuſtome is 
this, after they have given five or fix Pur- 
ges, perhaps not ſo many) then they uſe 
Reftringents, which ſtop the Running, until 
they foul the Blood, and confirm a Pox. 

Others of them,upon the firſt ſight of the 
Diſeaſe, uſe a Reſtringent injection; which 
repels the Humour, and dryes rhe Ulcer ; 


| 8 which either breaks out again, in a ſkort 


time, into a Running, or otherwiſe cer- 
tainly confirms a Pox. Nor can there be 
any Method more irrational than this way 


of hindring Nature of throwing off the 
Diſeaſe; yet will theſe bold Fellows pre- 


tend to argue (though falſly) that the Dif. 
eaſebeing an Ulcer in the part, nothing can 
be more proper than to make a Local Ap- 
plication ; they may as well pretend tocure 


aà poy ſoned Perſon, without expelling the 


Poyfon ; or the Bite of a Mad-Dog, by 


| layping on a Red: Lead Plaiſter. 


1 have ſeen ſome that have heen thus 
injuriouſly treated, for they having had the 


Running ſtopp'd; in a few days, the veno- 


mous Matter has fallen into the Cod and 
made horrible work; many times the Stones 
and Cod mortifie to the Death of the Pati- 
ent, if not prevented by judicious Applicati- 


ons, nor do any of theſe Patients ſtand long

ſound if they miſs theſe Accidents, for no 
Venome can in any manner be corrected, 
much leſs eradicated by Local Applicati- 
ons, nothing but internal Medicines, and 
thoſe noble Preparations of Mercury, can 
extirpate this Diſeaſe. 


Give me leave here to obſerve, that 


theſe bold ignorant Fellows that impudent. 
Iy pretend to uſe no Mercury, do always 
uſe the very worſt ſort of it, and that in 


prodigious Quaorities , by which much 
Hurt is done; whereas ingenious Artiſts, 
that prepare all ſorts of Mercuria/ Medi- 


cines, and are well experienced in the Na- 
ture of each, do freely own the noble 


Name, and give ſuch neceſſary caution to 
the Patient as is requiſite, by which great 
Cures are perform'd, and no Danger un- 
dergone, for Mercury truly prepared and 
difcreetly given, is a moſt innocent Medi- 
Cine, and as natural to the Body, as Wine 
to a good Fellow. 
Others of them, who do not Fancy Re- 


ſtringents, purge the Patient continually i 


with one or other violent Medicine, which 


Debilitates the Body, but never, perhaps, 
cortects the Malignity of the Diſeaſe. | 


Thus theſe forts of Perſons bring their Pa- 


tients oftentimes into incurable Conſum- 


ptions ; and ſome they ſo ſtrangely Inflame 


by s 
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by their exceeding hot and ſharp Purges, 
that the Blood and Humours being made 


thin and the Parts weak, great Inflamati- 


on often happens, and many times the ill 
Treating of Gonorrha1's at the beginning, 


makes them very difficult to be carried off, 


although the Patient at laſt happens into 


the Hands of an Experienc'd Artiſt. Great 


Swellings of the Tefticles are often occati- 
oned by the barbarous Uſage of theſe ig- 
norant Perſons, and their ill prepared Me- 
dicines. As for Example, a young Gentle- 
man having a Gonorrbæa, had the ill For- 
tune to meet with a perſon who (as the 
Sequel will inform you) was a more dange- 
rous Enemy than his Diſtemper; the Gen- 
tleman having made known his Diſeaſe, the 


Undertaker ſSon agrees on a price for the 
Cure, in order to which he gives the Pa- 
tient fix Pills to take the next Morning, 


which Pills gave him near thirty Stools, in- 
flaming his Body very much, and yet the 
next Day the poor Gentleman was ordered 


© to take ſix Pills more, which gave him be- 


tween Thirty and forty Stools, cauſing 


much Blood to come from him by Stool, 


* & with moſt violent Tor tions of the Guts: 


The third day, he being very ill, was Ad- 
viſed to ſend for me ; I viſited him, and 


found him weak and feveriſh, and falling 


Gy” into 
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into fainting; Fits, which was occaſioned by 
EA the Expence of Spirits; his 
+ Sweled, Yard was much. * Tumifed, 
5 and violent pain in making 
Water. I declared his Caſe to be very 
Dangerous, and would not meddle till they 
ſent for his Undertaker, that I might El- 
amine what had been given him; while I X 
thus Adviſed, in comes the Perſon who had 
given him the Pills; he did not know me, 
whereupon, I defired he would tell me 
what he had done, and what he thought 
of the Patient: Upon which, he pulling his 
Hat over his Eyes, and gravely putting 
the Head of his Cane to his Lips, in a 
formal manner utters theſe very words.

My Patient has now had enough of 
t the purgative part, therefore it will be 
© convenient to proceed to Reſtringents; 
* to Night he ſhall take half an Ounce of 
“Cinnamon in powder, in a Glaſs of 
* Claret, to ſtay the Flux of his Belly; 
© to morrow I will give him ſome Reſtrig- -- 
* gent Pills to ſtay his Running. 


*Tis eaſie to imagine this Fellows impu- F 
dence and ignorance might juſtly provoke | 
any Man, who knew any thing of Medi- 
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cine, but the buſineſs of recovering the 
Patient being more neceſſary, than repro- 
ving the Block. head, this (no Doctor, but 
broken Tay lor) was ſoon diſmiſſed, and I 
did, with great Care and little Phyſick, by 
God's permiſſion, cure the Patient; who, 
I believe, for the future will take care how 


he ventures his Life upon any 'occafion in 


the Hands of ſuch Cheats. | 
'Tis a ſtrange hing that a Man will ſcarce 
buy a Horte, or a Woman a Petticoat, 
without conſulting a Friend; and yet 
where their Lives are, concern'd , they 
take io little Care; ſo they have but Phy- 
ſick, they care not from whence it comes; 
they will not make a Purabaſe without able 
Advice, nor lend their Money without 
ſtrict inquiry after the Security z but they 
eaſily truſt their Bodies in the hands of 


every Fellow, that is only made Doctor 


by his his own Bill, that lives out of the 
way, in ſome by- place or other; tis like 
buying Goods of Hawkers, who, when 
they have cheated you, are not to be found; 
whereas in an eminent Shop you have a 
better Commodity, and the Trader ſtands 
too much upon his Reputation to wrong 
you; or if he ſhould, you know where to 
find him, and he is able to make you ſa- 


tisfaction, your Money may be returned, 
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or the Goods changed ; but your having 
ro do with Cheats in Phyſick is much 
worſe ; for *cis not only your Money they 
_ deceive you of, but your Healths, and 
ſometimes Life ; nor are theſe Fellows the 
cheapeſt, for they are generally neceſſitoue, 
and will therefore be ſure to Fleece the 
poor Patient; whereas, on the contrary, 
Men of Ability, by reaſon they have a 
greater number of Patients, are more able 
ro uſe all the kinder; with ſuch every 
Swallow doth not make a Summer ; and 
and ſuch having found ic their Intereſt as 
well as Daty to be Honeſt, wil), no doubt, 
continue ſo. You do not imploy your 
Taylors to make you Shoes, nor your Shoe- 
makers to make your Cloaths, but each 
in his particular Art; and yet how ridicu- 
lous and filly are many Men, that will truſt 
their Bodies with Coblers and Botchers in 
Medicine, rather than ſeek out for Lear. 
ned Phyſicians, and Skilful Chyrurgeorns, 
who are the only Men able to cure this 
Malady in all its Circumſtances, 
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The ſeveral ways of Curing the Lues 
Venerea. 


\ S there is oreat variety in the Nature 
of this Diſeaſe, ſo are there ſeveral 


ways. uſed for the Curing of it, among 
which ſome are ſo dangerous, that many 


perſons have periſhed in their ſuppoſed 
Cure; and others have been attended by 
ſuch fierce Accidents, as neither time nor 
care, could ever remedy. As for Example, 


1. Fumigation by Cinnaber, that old dan- 
gerous way, hath proved it ſelf ſo pernici- ö 


ous, that the uſe of it is almoſt quite left. 
But that I may not throw a Stone at a 


Dog, without ſhewing a reaſon why, pray 
obſerve what Cixxaber is; tis either Na- 


tural, or Artificial, but which ſoever ſort 
is uſed, the parts are Quick-ſilver and Sul- 


phur, aud the Fume that ariſes from it is 2 


the Quick-ſilver, which by means of 
Heat evaporating, enters the Pores, and 


oft times raiſes the Salivation ſo ſuddenly, - 


that the Patient is overwhelmed by the 


— 
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2. Union. By the common Mercurial 
Unguent; a way, though commonly uſed, 
yet not commendable, for by the Vuguent, 
many times the Salivation riſes ſo fiercely, 
that the Patient is ſuffocated ; moreover, 
by this way the Natural heat of the Joynts 
is oft times ſo diſſipated, that not only a 
Debility of parts, but Lameneſs hath en- 
ſued; moreover the uncertainty of this 
way is great ; for ſometimes the Mercury 
precipitates it ſelf ſuddenly, that the Sali- 
vation proves ineffectual by not continuing 
a ſufficient time; not can the Undertaker 
judge exatly what uantity of Medicine 
hath olnelbtted: yet iti thoſe 

a Pocky itch. Diſeaſes that are * Intercuta- 
between the neous, this way my be apt 
Skins, S enough. 2 


It may be abſareen; that though there 
be divers of theſe Unguents, et "tis the 
Quick: ſilꝰer that comm̃ands all; and the? 
the Artiſt orders more or leſs to be uſed, as 
he judges of the Patients ſtrength and Con- 
ſtitution; yet there will be great uncertain- 
ty ; for 'the Unguent will enter twice as 
faſt, and twice as much in ſome Bodies as 
in other; in ſome Bodies that are more 
rare, it hall penetrate the Ci, in others 

ſcarce 
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ſcarce through the Cuticuis; then again in 
cold Weather, the repeating the Friction, 
will be dangerous ; in a word, this way 
is better for the Itch than the Pox, for no 
man can make ſo ſure a Prognoftick in this 
way, as may be done in the next. 


3. Salivation by Medicine given at the 
Mouth, which is much fafer, and I am 
certain, much more ſure : For, firſt, This 
is, or ought to be done by ſome: Mercurial 
Medicine neatly prepared, which you may 
give according to the ſtrength of the 
Patient, fjll obſerving to augment or di- 
miniſn the Doſe, as may »be thought fit: 
And herein particularly it exceeds the for- 
mer; that when the Salivation is raiſed, if 
the Artiſt think fit to put it up higher, a 
Doſe is eaſily given; or if it chance to pre- 
cipitate , 'tis but ſtopping the Looſneſs, 
and then raifing it to what degree is Judg- 
ed fit. Whereas by Uniion it muſt be 
_ ventured ; and if the Flax be not high e- 
nough, you cannot make any frech Frica- 
tions ; but muſt apply this way or None. 

Let me only add, That at the Mouth 1 
can give divers Mercurial Preparations, all: 
ſafe; but ſome more Gentle than other, 
according to the Habit of Body of the 
Patient. Whereas by Dactios you have 

17 nothing 
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nothing to rely on but the very Quick- 
ſilver. 


4. Sweating; which is divers ways to be 


cauſed; ſome uſe the Hor houſe, Stuvia, 


Bannio, Hummum : Others uſe the Tub, 
or Fox, and Cradle, &c. Some make a 
Stove, wherein the Patient fits, with his 
Head our, and is ſweated by a Pan of 
Charcoal : But tis a moſt dangerous Way: 
For the fume which ariſes from the Coals, 


_ doth much hurt to the Nerves, and like- 


wiſe to the Lungs. For although the 
Head be out, and thereby the Danger of 
Suffecating be prevented, yet the ill Vapour 
doth and will penetrate. throngh the Pore, 
al the Bedy; and hath an Injurious Qua- 
ity. - f | 

The beſt way of Sweating is in the Sta- 


via, where the Patient being well rubb'd, 


Sweat is more eaſily procured. Next to 


this is the Tub or Box, which may be ea- 


fily conveyed to the Patierits Chamber : 


In this they are ſweated by burning Spirit 


of Wine, which comforts the Limbs, and 
dries all Sores ; this being ſet by the Bed- 
fide, the Patient eaſily gets in, is ſweated, 


and to Bed again, taking care to avoid 


catching Cold, which is really the greateſt 
Enemy in the world to all Pocky perſons; 
| both 
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both theſe ways of Sweating I have oſten 
found Inſtrumental in the Cure of the 
Pox ; for it throws out much of the Vi- 
rulency by the pores of the Skin, and 
procures the ſpeedy ſcaling and falling a- 
way of the Scabs, and abateth pains in the 
Shoulders, Shins, or any part of the Bo- 
dy : I have found great Nodes to be much 
helped by Sweating. But let no-Man de- 
pend on this alone. 


5. Diet, which is a ſafe way, working 
moderately, and ſometimes ſurely; my 
meaning here is by the uſe of a good con- 
yenient Diet-drinkzaptly fitted to the Con- 
ſtitution of the Patient. For although 
ſome are of Opinion that neither Sar ſa Chi. 
na, Sar ſafras or Gudcum have any power 
in curing the Pox, I know they are in the 
wrong, for I have, by great Experience, 
found the Efficacy of them, being juſtly 
prepared: But 1 muſt allow that ſome 
Men do much hurt by the unadviſed uſe 
of Diet-drinbs, partly by Ignorance, and 
partly by Avarice, making too much uſe 

of Guacum, both Wood and Bark, which 
not only too much exſiccates, but often 
inflames the Body by it its exceſſive Heat; 
for tis moſt common among ſome Men, 
to rely too much upon the Fame of theſe or 
| Other 
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other Drugs, imagining that fo long as 
they have but great ſtore of Drugs in their 
Diet-drinks, they cannot do amiſs, when 
indeed the only Matter is in diſpenſing 
proper quantities of this or that Drug, 
according to the Nature of the Diſeaſe, 
or the Conſtitution of the Patient; for 
ſome Men are ſatisfied, when; they know. - 
an Autivenereal is uſed, never conſidering 
that in weak perſons that are Emaciated 
by the Diftemper, they muſt avoid the uſe 
of Guacum, or its Bark; or that in Cho- 
lorick perſons the uſe of ſuch hot Medi- 
eines are dangerous, and yet uſed with 
good, ſucce ſs in Nlethorick Bodies. More- 
oyer I have oþſcrved;great-miſtakes in ma- 
ny 5 who undertake to Cure this Diſeaſe 
by Diet) in ſuffering their Patients to go 

vor conſtantly in the. time of their 
Cure, whereas Reaſon directs the contra- 
ry ; for thoſe who undergo a Courſe. of 
Diet-drink, ought to keep in their Cham- 
bers, and to keep their: Bodies very warm 
to help Perſpiration, which Cuſtom (al- 
though ſeldom obſery'd here) is conſtant- 
ly uſed in Spary, ah, and other parts; 
nor ought thoſe who take a Diet-drink, to 
be allowed any other Drink, not fo much 
as at their Meals; nor do I mean that any 
fhould * only on this way at + 
ue 
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due conſideration muſt be had to purge ſo 
often as the Conſtitution, or the Circum- 
ſtances of the Patient require, beſides. 
Sweating two or three times a week, 
as ſtrength will allow. . 


6. Purging, which is a ſaſe and ſure 
way; and daily Experience teacheth, that 
many Venereal Caſes are treated by no other 
means, and yet are very well cured ; and 
I cat with: modeſty affirm, that I haye 
cured many hundreds by this; way alone; 
for what other way can, or may be uſed 
to poor Unhappy wretches, where Pox and. 
Poverty are complicated; and tis to be ob- 
ſerved; that although ſe of the ſoremen · 
tioned means are able te cure this Diſeaſe 
without the help of Purging; yet this way 
bath cured many wis bout ot her hel ps; but 
I do not here mean the common ule. of Ca-, 


tbarticks, but Purging by ſome poblePrepara-, 
tion, which hath the powerful quality of. 
correcting the Venereal Venom; and re- 
ſtoring. Vigour tothe Body, whereby . it: 
may be able to throw off the Diſeaſe ;. and 
indeed I have ſeen many ſtrange Caſes. 
wherein .no other; Medicine has been uſed, 
but my Antivenereal Pill, which being took 
once in two days, for ſome time, has work- 
ed off the Diſeaſe to a Miracle. But _ 
1 uſe 
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uſe all the Integrity imaginable, ſo I would 
not be miſunderſtood, for I do not mean 


that every fort of Pox is to be cured by 


Purging, though many are. 


7. Iſues, upon which n many 
1 as a certain Cure; but they will 
not do here among us, yet I have uſed 
this way with ſucceſs in ſome confirmed 


Poxes, for they cleanſe the Body, and Ac- 


celerate the Cure many ways, as by Eva- 


cuating the Humour, and many times by . 
Revulſion. In Ozena's I commonly make 


a Fontinel in each Arm, and a Seton in 


the Neck, theſe promote a Cure, eſpeci- 
ally if rhePatient have a Catburr or At bma; 
but Iſſues of themſelves are not able to 
overcome the Maligaity of this: Diſeaſe , 
however they are neceſſary for all perſons 
that labour under the Pox, excepting thoſe 
who are to undergo. the Salivation, and 
ſuch ] always'adviſe to dry up their Iſſues: 
upon the beginoin : of a:Salivating Courſe,

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CHAP. VIl 
The true way of Curing the Lues 
Venerea. 


O W ſince ſo many ways are, or may 
be uſed to cure this Diſeaſe, tis the 
Duty of every honeſt Artiſt, rightly to 
conſider the Patients caſe, and juftly to 
weigh what ſort of Cure may be moſt fit 
for each, for as there is a great variety 
ja the Diſeaſe, ſo muſt there be in the 
Cure; ſome perſons muſt of neceſſity keep 
up, other have not, nay, cannot have the 
conveniency of retirement, ſome Bodies will 
admit of the moſt rough ways of Cure, 
others muſt have more gentle means uſed. 


Firſt, Obſerve, there are - 
ſome ſorts and degrees of the Foul Bones. 
Pox, that no internal Medi. 
cine can reach; no Fume, no Salivation, 
no Diet, Purgation, or Sweating can Cure. 
What's then to be done? Where Medi- 
cine cannot reach, Manual Operation muſt ; 
for wherever the Pox fouls a Bone, nothing 
but laying open, and Exfoliating can _ 

| there. 
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therefore if the Cranium, or any Bone be 
ſoul, it muſt be laid bare, ſc far as is con- 
venient, and dreſſed with detergent and 
exſiccating Powders, and the part kept dry 
8s poſlible, that ſo the Bone may ſcale. 
In the Arms and Shins, or any other part 
lay open all foul Bones, nor ever attempt 
the Cure any other way, for every mans 
Reaſon will direct, that nothing but lay- 
ing open can be proper, wherever a Bone 
is foul; and tis wonderful to obſerve, how 
Nature will help to diſcharge the Malig- 
nant: matter, and what eaſe the Patient 
will have; when the Bone is bare, and fo 
conſequently aVent given to diſcharge what 
before lay gnawing the part ; ſo that thePa- 
tient being aptly dreſs'd once in 12 hours, 
there will be little more to do, unleſs you 
will make uſe of a good Sar /a drink, or 
ſome other proper Antivenereal which (if 
the Patient can be at the charge of it) will 
much accelerate the cure and reſtore the 
ſtrength by amending the ill habit - 

F of Body. Now tis to be obſer- 
ved that all ſuch Patients, who are 
afflicted with foul Bones, are old Sinners; 
for no man gets a foul Bone at fir}, but 
the remains of old Pexes (either ſlighted 
by the Patient, or ill ordered by the Un- 
dertaker,) terminate in this Melancholy 
$426 | circum- 
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circumſtance ; and further tis to be noted 
that all ſuch are emaciated, (for no man 
ever grew Fat with the Pox in his bones) 


tis therefore highly reaſonable to aſſiſt Na- 
ture always imaginable, unleſs the Patients 


poverty hinder ; for theſe people that ſuf» 
fer the Diſeaſe to come to this height, ge- 
nerally are waſted in their Purſes as well 


as their Bodies; and tis not reaſonable that 


the Patients poverty ſhould prove the Sur- 
geons Diſgrace; for if good Nutriment and 
convenience of place, &c. be wanting, it 
will be hard for nature to, fupport it ſelf 
in this fort, of cure; however humanity 
urges Pity, yet Charity ſeldom allows help 
to the wretched In this ſort. of Pox. But 
let no one deſpair, or be frighted at this 
Diſcourſe, for I muſt be plain, or elſe 
not honeſt ; this I count the moſt deplo- 


rable caſe of any, and yet I thank God, I 


live co ſee many whoſe Bones I laid open 
ſome ten, ſome twenty years ſince, and 
ſome more ; and theſe now ſtrong healthy 
men and women having had ſeveral chil- 
dren ſince, who carry no marks of their 


Parents misfortunes. *Tis not three days 


ſince I had a man by the hand, who about 


elghteen years ago, was moſt violently tor- * 


tured, with raging pains in his right Leg 
and Thigh, but more eſpecially in his 
de = Shin ; 


= 

Shin; abundance of Advice he had, and 
many fruitleſs Courſes he endured, his 
_ fleſh waſted away; nor could he ſleep with- 
out the help of powerful Brandy : he was 
wrapt up in Plaiſters and Flannel, and 
_ deluded with the imagination of a Rheu- 
matiſm by a Grave, but ignorant Preten- 
der, who one while took away Blood, an- 
other while purged him, but all to no 
purpoſe ; puts him in a Milk Diet, and 
there leaves him; at laſt J was ſent for, and 
ſoon found (by the Elevation of his Shin- 
bone, and the quaſſing of the Pus) that 

lis Bone was foul, upon 
Rotten. which Topencd it, and foud 
Eko So it extreamly * Cartons. I 
then Canteriz*d the Bone, and dreſſed it 
properly twice aday, giving him a Refto- 
rative Diet drink. I took out of bis Leg 
ſeyeral pieces of the Rotten bone, one of 
them ſix Inches long, all of them as black 
as Ink, I then cleanſed the Ulcer, and 
healed it up, and I dare ſay, it has not 
coſt him half a Crown a year in Phyſick 
ever ſince. | 

I do really believe, that many Die eve- 
ry year in this City of this ſort of Pox, 
whoſe Diſeaſe was never known - by its 
true Name, ä | 


Chankers | 
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cbankers or Ulcers on the Clans, 


or on the Prepuce, require a careful Head 
and Hand to manage rightly z and I am 


moſt certain, that the Major part of Man- 


ey which have ſuffered by the Pox, 


may date the Original of their Miſeries | 
from the neglect of theſe Sores. But let 


no man miſtake me, nor yet his own caſe, 
for I do not mean Excoriations of either 
Glans or Prepuce, for theſe are cured in a 
Day or two. But Venemous Chankers re- 
quire both time and care, 


ſuch as carry a hardneſs all The f (agns of

round the Sore: For tho* a true Chan- 
they appear never ſo ſmall, ker. 


yet muſt they be eſteemed as | | 
particular Poxes, from which confirmed 


Poxes too often proceed, The true Cure 
conſiſts in being well digefted, all repelling 
Medicines being avoided, for ſuch, inſtead 
of drawing out the Venome, ſtrike it, in, 
and Pox to the Center. Tis an inhumane 
Cruelty to make ſlight of ſuch Sores, as 
many do, aſſuring the Patient they are 
but ſught matters; a few Dreſſings and a 


few Purges will ſecure all 2s they pretend: 


Thus lulling the Party into 3 dangerous 
Pox, as fix Months. or may, 15 leſs will 
ſhew. I ſay therefore, that all Chapkers 
muſt be ſtrongly digeſted ; the Patient 

ought 
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ought to Purge and Sweat often, and a 
good Diet-drink would do well; but Sa- 
Hvation better than all; for if upon heal. 
ing the Chankers the hardneſs remain; you 
may be ſure the Venome is not Eradicated, 
and you muſt be forced to Salivate before 
you can be ſafe. | 
I have ſeen Chankers that nothing but 
Salivation could conquer, whoſe Callous 
Lips no Corroſive could conſume ; for ſup- 
Poſe a Patient hath a Sharpneſs of Blood, 
from an Old Venereal Cauſe, you will find, 
to your no ſmall Trouble, bow difficultly ſuc h 
a Man's Chankers will admix of Cure. 


On the contrary, 4 Patient of 2 good 
habit of Body, whoſe very Blood is a Bal- 
ſam, from him you ſhall have a more eaſic 
Digeſtion, and all your Medicines more 
ſucceſs, but care mult be taken in all that 
you repel not. | 


TI have a 4 pred Man fcangety 
impoſed on, by being ſeveral times cured, as 
he thought, of many Pocky Chankers, when 
they were really only common Excoriations. 
This perſon had the good Luck ot laſt to be 
adviſed to ſend for me f He ſhewing me 
his caſe, I preſently obſerved he hid a 
firait Prepuce, which [ cauſing him to pull 

back, 
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1 
back, found the Glans and part of the 
Prepuſe Excoriated, and ſmoaking with heat, 
which Pocky Chankers never do. I cleanſed 
the part, and applied a Defenſative, by 
which means all was well by the next day: 
He was well pleaſed with my Integrity, 
and gave me a large reward. He wonder- 
ing much at his ſudden Cure, teld me his 
former Caſes were one and the ſame with 
that which I had cured him of, by which 
means I diſcovered how he had been abuſed, 
for he had been Bathed, Purged, and cau- 
ſed to take many Medicines for twenty or 
thirty days, and then had paid, as for a 
real Pox. But in all his Cures (as he call'd 
them) his Undertaker had never applied 
any thing to the part, but only injected 
with a Syringe between the Glan, and the 
Prepuce, ſo that the matter which came 


from the Excoriation, having nothing to 


imbibe it, lay always fretting, and that con- 
tinued it fore fo long. | 


*Tis too common for Ignorant, or elſe 


Avaritious Men to impoſe fuch.things on 
Credulous or unexperienc'd People of both 
Sexes, and theſe Cheats being fo frequent, 


is the Reaſon that many times Patients are 


not willing to believe an honeſt Artiſt when 


he tells them the danger of their Coſe ;

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what a barbarous Man an honeſt Surgeon 
is thought, when he truly and faithfully 
tells his Patient at firſt ſight, that *cis 
a Venomous Chaxker, and that he ought 
to Flux for it. People ſpeak of theſe mat- 
ters as they do of fin, tis but a little one, 
they little know and will not be informed; 
they hear Relations of the bite of a Mad 
Dog, and they believe them, but they can- 
not believe their own Caſe ſc bad as the 
honeſt Artiſt tells them, 'tis 
The Chan ker. but a very ſmall Sore, it was 
yeſterday but alittle Pimple, 
but indeed it begins to grow bigger ; this 
is their wiſe Diſcourſe, and thus perhaps 
they let it grow till *tis big enough to be 
called a Foul Ulcer, by which time it has 
(like the Indian Poyſon) infected the whole 
Maſs of Blood; then muſt they be cured 
exactly by ſuch a day, (though *cis impoſ- 
ſible) or elſe all the Fat's in the Fire. I 
confeſs I love a ſpeedy Cure, as much as 
any Man, but withal, I love a ſafe one; 
nothing can properly be ſaid to be done, 
that's done by halves; and I am of Sexe- 
ca's mind, who ſays, that nothing is pro- 
fitable hut what is honeſt , let therefore 
the Patient be neither frighted, nor flat- 
| tered, but told the Truth, for that in the 
end will prove moſt advantageous to both 
Patient and Practiſer, But 
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But, alas! There's yet another unhap- 
py Accident, that too often proves the ruin 
of the Patient, and that is an unlucky Ac- 
quaintance with ſome Medicafter, that, is 
his Pot Companion z one that talks con- 
tinually of Cures he never did, who cries 
you may drink any thing in his Company, 
never fear, he'll do your work, he has cu- 
red a Thouſand ſuch ; do but equip him 
with ſuch a ſum (which, he ſays, is only 
to buy Drugs) and he will be hangd if 
you are not well by ſuch a day; all this he 
binds with many horrid Oaths, but never 
performs a tittle; therefore in this Cir- 
cumſtance, above all others, be careful 
how you truſt a Bottle-Friend, without 


being extreamly well aſſured of his Care, 


Ability and Integrity. | 
Caruncles, commonly called Carnoſities, 
theſe lye in the Urethra, wich is the paſ- 
ſage of the Yard, and ſome times at the 
very neck of the Bladder : I have ſeen 
ſome perſons ſo ſtopped up, that they could 
not make one drop of Urine but by the 
help of a Catheter. This ſort of Pox re- 
quires a great Care ; for you muſt, by the 
uſe of Corroſives, conſume and eat away 
al! that you can come at of the Carnaſty: 
At the ſame time duly conſidering how to 
avold Defluxion of Humours, therefore the 
5 D Patient 
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Patient muſt uſe a convenient Apoxame, 
Tizun, or Diet-Drink, relating to his Age 
and Conſtitution ; for you muſt obſerye, 
that a Man of forty or fifty years, muſt 
be treated differently from one of half that 
Age; and you muſt not omit aceurately 
to obſerve that all the Durity be con- 
TT ms 51 0 
Now pray obſerve, that this ſort of 
Pox is not got at once, as a Chayker, or a 
Running is, but this is a confirm'd Pox, 
occaſioned by ill management of a Clap, 
or Running, for no Man ever had a Car- | 
#oſity, but he who had a Clap before; and 
ſometimes the unadviſed uſe of a long 
Pipe Syringe has wounded the Vrethra, and 
From that Sore a Carzofty has riſen ; other 
times the Virulent Matter which rans in, a 
Clap, continuing ſo long, and the Parts 
not being relieved by Annodyne Medicines, 
but inflamed by rough and improper 
Means, the Urethra having ſuffered ex- 
treamly by being too much and too long 
Ulkerated , Caruncles ariſe, very difficult 
to. be diſlolvd ; fuch Cafes as this I 


Jide often ebferved, particularly lately in 
A | youth. abc be Eighteen years of Age, 
Y who having a E/ap, was ſo ill handled by 
„ Quack; that after he ſuffered the Perſe-

dy loaded with innumerable Pills, Bolus's 
and horrid Drinks, he came to me 'with 
a long Tent ſtopp'd into the Penz the 
Urethra full of Caruncles, and the Glans 
having loſt his Sence, become hard as a 
Kernel, the Urine having forced its way 
through an Ulcer by the rim of the Glans 
his Body Emaciated and very Hedtick. ; 
could not here attempt the general Cure, 
till I had, by great Care, prepared his Bo- 
dy by cleanſing the Ulcer, and Bathing his 
whole Body, by which means I ſoftned the 
Durity of his G/ans and Urethra, and then 
applying my Candle and Corroſives, made 
Way for the paſſing of the Urine, which ſo 
ſoon as I had accompliſhed, I gave him 4 
ſtrict Salivation, which did the work. 

Sweating and Bathing is of great uſe in 
this Cure, for they relax and ſoften the 
part, and help much to digeſt and prevent 
Inflammation, which often happens, but 
eſpecially in Men of years. 

Generally in caſes of this Nature, after 
I have done what is poſſible by my Can- 
dle, and Corroſives, if I feel the leaſt hard- 
neſs to remain, I Salivate my Patient; or 
if T omit that, 7 am ſure to give a good 
Diet-Drink, and to Purge ſo often as need 
requires, and many times, to finiſh the Work, 
lorder a Milk. Diet. 
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Bubo's or Poulaines, theſe are Pocky 
Swellings in the Groyn, in the Cure of 
theſe, Fee the Patient Eat, Drink and be 
Merry: | account theſe the moſt fa vourable 
ſort of Pox; let him Eat plentifully of the 
hotteft Meats, and Drink the ſtrongeſt Li- 
quors, to incourage the Natural heat to 
throw out the Malignant Matter; let the 
. Swelling be anointed with ſome Suppurating 
Ungnent, with a ſtrong Sappurating Cata- ' 
piaſm on it, it may not be amiſs once in 
twenty four hours to apply A large Cupping- 
Glaſs to help forward the Tumour, great 
Care muſt be taken that the matter do not 
return, and caution uſed not to open the 
part until it be fully Suppurate, and then 
JO to open it, that it may not become Fi- 
Nulous, for though no ſort of Pox is ſo 
eaſie to cure as this, yet many Patients 
miſcarry, by wanting ſuch Surgeons as 
rightly underftand the method of curing 
Bxbo's, for I have met with ſeveral Perſons 
that have had their Babo's ſo ill treated, 
that they have become Cancerous, and with 
much difficulty bave admitted of Cure, 
theſe Sores ought to be digeſted, and a 
moderate Diet kept, after they are opened; 
they ſhould be always Dreſſed with a Com- 
preſi Bandage, and towards the end of the 
> To ; 5 
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Cure, it will be convenient to Purge, Sweat 
and Bath, as ſtrength will allow, and after 
all, a good Diet-drink would make ſure 
work. 88 

You muſt take care you have no hard- 
neſs, and if you find it ſtubborn and not 
kindly to yield to your Medicine, then give 
the Patient a Doſe of ſome proper Mercu- 
rial once in three or ſour days, which 
will correct Malignity, and reduce it to a 
proper Temper, I have met with ſome Bu- 
boys ſo very incorrigible, the whole habit 
of Body being ſo vitiated, that I have 
been forced to adminiſter my Balſamicł 
Powder during the whole Cure, Nor will 
it fbe amiſs to obſerve, that where the 
Patient has miſcarried for want of right 
and fit Applications, the Bubo having de- 
generated into various Cells with divers 
Orrifices, you muſt in all ſach Caſes, ap- 
ply a large Cauſtick, and by that means 
ay into one, that ſo the work may alllye 
fairly before you, for if any part of it be 
left cavous the Malignancy of the Humour 
is fo great that it will corrode on all it 
meets with, and eat up the very Muſcles 
tilt all the Thigh be conſumed. 

Ulcers in the Throat, or on the Voula 
or Pallat of the Mouth; theſe are confir- 
med Poxes, generally proceeding from fome 
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particular old Pox, but ſometime new, and 
pot as is mentioned i in.the ſecond Chapter ; 
however, new or old, they are very De- 
ſtructire; theſe Ulcers muſt be cleanſed by 
touching them with ſtrong detergent Me- 
dicines; nor muſt any Salivation be per- 
formed upon perſons thus afflicted, until 
the particular Cure of the part be firſt 
performed, leſt the parts, already weak 
and inflamed, ſhould ſuffer damage by a 
too ſudden Flux of Humours ; but after 
the Ulcers are once cured, the general 
Cure may more ſafely be performed. * 
ame Obſervation ought to be made in 
Qzend's; nor do the Ulcers of the Throat 
threaten leſs than the Fall of the Noſe, 
where they are neglected, for the matter 
that flows from the Ulcer, doth often foul 
the Os Spungioſum- and Cribriforme, where 
the matter once lodged, ſoon becomes an 

inveterate Enemy. 
© Theſe Ulcers are by ignorant People oſt 
miſtaken for common ſore Throats or 
Colds, and ſometimes for Quinzeys; but 
they differ much, for theſe ſel dom ſwell the 
Throat, but cauſe a Hoarſeneſs, and though 
they are very Venemous, yet few People 
that haye them, ſeek out for help in time, 
but are daily palliating the Diſtemper, till 
at alt it gets Head, and wil be cured by 
nothing 
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nothing but Salivation; theſe Ulcers often 
Eat away the Ovnla, any cauſe a holow 
Voice. . i} 

1 have town a Man indure Ulcers in 
theſe parts above two years, and by conti 
nual Phyſicking, he has abated the raging 
of the Diſtemper ; but never got wel, till 
at laft his Vvuula dropping off into his 
Mouth; he came to me, and did undergo 
a ſevere Salivation, which ſet him right. 

I have ſeen perſons who often have had 
large Ulcers in the Throat, which have 
ſoon diſappeared ; but I never think my 
Patients cured in ſuch — till they have 
undergone a Salivation. . 

Vet I know ſeveral People, who 1 bun 
this, will tell me, 1 have curd them their” 
ſelves of Ulcers in the Throat, and other 
parts too, and that without ever Fluxing 
them, or ſo much as making their Mouths , 
| ſore in the leaſt, 1 know *tis true; but 
yet I have offered them Salivation, but 
their Circumſtances being ſuch as they 
could not poſſibly undergo it, I have been 
forced to uſe other means. But I am indea- 
vouring to ſet truth on its right bottom, 
and do therefore declare, that in the gene- 
ral, — is the Hell Cure _ this ſort 
of Pox. * | 
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Ozena; this is a pocky Ulcer in the 
| Noſe, and of very dangereus conſequence; 
'tis the effect of old Ulcers in the Throar, 
and bas 4 Communication with the ſaid 
Ulcers; for no Man ever loſt his Noſe by 
dhe Pox, but who firſt had U'cers in his 
Throat, and the Matter having fouled the 
Bones and cauſed Ozena, | the Foundation 
rotten, the Noſe falls in or. ſhrinks up.

three days cat away the Tip, and had eat 
up all, if I had not by ſpeedy Salivating 
him, put a check to the Corroding Hu- 
mour, tis therefore no proper way to make 
outward: Application to the Noſe in Vene- 
real Caſes, and but very few ann a 
are * to uſe in Ozens's, 


ns 
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Uſe Barly water thrown up the Noſtril 
with a Syringe, or ſometime Tincture of 
Myrrhe in Aq. Cal. a large Seton to make 
Revulſion, but the general Cure is no way 
to be attempted but by Salivation. 

The Yenereal Afthma. This is the ef- 
felt of an old Pox, and yet I am ſure 
many labour under it, that little know 
what they ail; this is a Devil ſeldom ever 
caſt out, ſhort and fiirking Breath, an 
Husky Cough, much waſting of the Fleſh, 
and-great Sweating, eſpecially inthe Night, | 
with great foreneſs in the Breaſt, moſt. 
commonly accompanied with univerſal 
Pains, are the figns of this fort of Pox, 
but People many times either wilfully or 
 Ignorantly miſcal it the Scurvey, Conſum 
pt ion, or a Sur feit, and many die under this 


Notion, moſt of which leave t heir Cham- 


bers and Cloſets fill d with Gally- pots and 
Glaſſes, and their Executors to pay long. 2 


dut uſeleſs Bills. But taking it rightly, tis. 


but ſeldom cured, for where the Lungs are 
affected the party is generally brought ſo 
low, before the Cure is attempted, that 
Natnre can aſſiſt but little; and here no 
Salivation can be admitted, the Cure muſt 
be attempted by Reſtoratives, ſuch as Sar- 
ſo, China, with Pectorals, with very mode- - 
rate Sweats, and large Fontanels in the 
D 5 Sou 5 
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houlders, Aſſes-milk, or Cows-milk mixt 
with the Diet-drink, moderate Purgatives, 
and thoſe mixed with Peforals , until 
ſtrength be attained ; and when you have 
a fit time of the year, and all needful ſup- 
plies, a gentle Flux may be raiſed, but not 
continued too long leaſt while you are cu- 
ring the Patient of the Pox, you bury him 
of a Conſumption. © 

Many other Accidents may happen,which 
having their Original from the Pox, will ad- 
mit of no other Cure; for we many times 
find a Venereal Opthalmia, a Venereal Fi- 
ftula, ſometimes on the Lacy mal Glandule, 
that fouls the Bone, and makes mad work, 
and oftentimes the Pockey Fiſtula in Awo, | 
in many the Venereal Scorbute; in other a 
Venereal Itch; to which may be added „the 
the Foul Ulerow Sores, which are taken for 
the King - Evil, but will, with the fore- 
named, come within compaſs of the Pox, 
and therefore muſt be attacked as ſuch, 

Miſtake me not here, for I do not fay 
that the King's. Evil is the Pox, but this 
I know that in many perſons 't is worſe, 
and upon the whole I declare, that both 
Scrophulous and Trumons Tumours ou ght. to 
he treated like YVexereal Sores, and all good 
Antivenertals are proper in ſuch caſes, but 
Salvation belt of. all. 
Tumeurs 
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- Tumours of the Prepuce, of which are 
ſeveral ſorts, viz. Cryſtallines, which are 
tranſparent Swellings of the Prepuce, and 
are to be diſſcuſed by Fomentat ions, or by 

Bathing thepart. r. 

Paraphymoſis 4 which is a ſwelling of the 

Prepuce, occaſioned by ſame Ulcer. on the 

Glans, or Prepuce ; ot perhaps by Warts 

on the G/ans, which becoming raw, do 

Ulcerate, Inflame, and Swell the Prepuct to 

that Degree, that it will no way ſtrip, by 

which means the Dicer being hid, dotn 
become more inveterate, and by the YVene- 

real Salts, cauſes ſo great a Tumour, that 
many times Mortification happens, and - 
from thence the Death of the Patient; in 
this caſe the part maſt be Fomented, off © 

Batbed, which is better to draw out the - 

Salts that have ſwelled the Prepuce.; and 

if that will not do, Amputation muſt fol. 
low ; I mean to cut off ſo much of the 

Prepuce, that the Glass may be bare; and 

eonſequently the better to come at the I- 

cer; for it may be obſerved; that tis im- 

poſſible to cure the Ulcer, unleſs you can 
come fairly at it; I mean by having it bare 
before you; and therefore thoſe perſons = 
that attempt by a Syringe, to cleanſe be.” -- 
tween the Glans and Prepuce, make their 
Patients too dearly to buy their Experi- 
2 * | ence; ©, 
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ence ; nor is this all, for if the remaining 
part after Amputation, be found hard, it 
will be convenient not only to digeſt ir, 
but to Salivate the Patient gently, to make 
Revulſion of Humours, and timely to cor- 
rect the Malignity of the V/cer, which too 
often doth infe@ the whole Maſs of Blood: 
He hath had but little Experience of this 
' Diſeaſe, who doth not know ſrom how 
ſmall a'matter this Accident doth happen, 
particularly in thoſe Men who have natu- 
rally the Prepuce contracted from their In- 


cy. 

But this caſe will allow of an Excepti- 
of, for this may happen, nay doth: often, 
without any Inſection, for the part may 
be bruiſed by the Hand, or by Accident, 
and the Patient having a too ſtrait Prepuce, 
the Glaus may excoriate and then yielding 
a Pas, and that lying pent up, may cor- 
rode, inflame, and raiſe a large and pain- 
ful Tumour, now as before, this, though 
not Venereal, muſt be treated with Bathing 
and Fomenting, and if then it do not go 
off t he Prepuce muſt be ſlit, that the Glan 
may lye bare. Many times Boys (eſpeci. 
ally ſuch whoſe Prepuce did never ſtrip) 
play ing with their Penis, pulling back the 


Prepuce forcibly , and not being able to 


bring it over again, the part immediately 
ſwells 
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(wells immoderately, with great Pain and 
Inflammation, from which will happen 
Mortification, if not ſoon relieved by fit 
Remedies which are diſcuſſing, or relaxing 
Fomentations or Baths ; or flitting, or elſe 
cutting away the Prepuce: I have known 
ſome who have had the Prepuce ſo much 
contracted from their Birth, that the Se- 
men has not had room to come away, fo 
that as it was ejeQed through the Penis, 
it has reverberated from the internal pare 
of the Prepuce, which lay ſo hard bound 
againſt the Glans, that the Semen inſtead of 
having its natural emiſſion in the Act of 
Generation, has as I faid before re- 
verberated , and cauſed exceflive Pain, 
in others I have known it has been emir- 
ted from out of the Uretbra, but has gone 
no farther, but lodged about the Glan, 
cauſing at the ſame moment the Prepxce 
to ſtretch like a Bladder with:; wind; now 
thoſe that are thus affected can never be 
fit for the matrimonial Liſe, till the ſu- 
perfluity of the Prepxce be taken off, and 
then they are as good-as other Men. A 
ſiria inquiry into this matter, might as 
eaſily as honeſtly help many Families to 
an Heir: JI could give as many inſtances, 
as comical as remarkable, but I am not 
willing to put cither Sex to the bluſh. 
1 ER Warts, 
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Warts, Fungus's. or Excreſcencies on or 
near the Privities, happening to either Sex, 
muſt not be neglected; for they are infalil- 

le figns of ſame remaining Pox, theſe are 

ot like Warts. oh the Hands, but are more 
foft and ragged ; and although many People 
take little rot ic of them, (which ſhews 
their Ignorance) wherever I ſee them, I 
know there is a Snake in the Graſs; and 
therefore I take care, not only to remove 
them by Cauſticłs, or elſe by Binding, but 
likewiſe to Eradicate the Cauſe by ſuch a 
courſe, as I judge moſt fitting for the Pa- 
tients Conſſitution. 

I know the Debauchees, of either 
Sex will ſcarce allow this to be juſt, think- 
ing it no great matter to have theſe 
Symptoms, they. may look Well, drink their 
Bottle, Sleep. well, aud go about their bu- 
ſineſs without any Difficulty, all this I 
allow, or they may have no Pains; but J 
ſay, how come. you to have theſe, you 
were not horn with them, thoſe that never 
offended, have none of them; if they are 
common, why has not every Body ſuch; 


in a word, thoſe who have not Prudence : 


enough to get rid of them, in time may 
have Pain * before they do. 


The 
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The Preparation of Bodies is very ma- 
terial in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, and Di- 
ſtinction muſt be made in Age and Conſti- 
tution, as well as Circumſtances : Let 
theſe inflances ſerve to guide many more. 

Firſt, ſuppoſing a Patient in years, 
of a Cholerick Temperament, Emaciated 
by the Diſeaſe, having miſſed of his Cure 
ſeveral times (which by the bye obſerve, 
always makes the Diſeaſe much worſe) 
this Patient, any Man muſt believe, wou'd 
be hard to cure, every Man would ſay, 
nothing but a Sali vation could help him; 
yet it would be not only difficult, but 
dangerous to Salivate ſuch a perſon with- 
out the due Preparation, va. 

Firft, Let him be well fed with freſh 
Meats, that breed Flegmarick Juices, ſuch 
are New laid Eggs, Cream, Almond-Milk, 
Barley-Gruel, Veal, Lamb, Pullet, Chicken, 
Calves-Feet, Pig, all ſorts of Freſh-Fiſh, 
the whiteſt Bread, Sweet and Nouriſhing 
Wines, Strong Ale, and ſuch other things 
as breed a quantity of Humours, which may 
create matter for the Salivation; nor would 
tt be amiſs to treat ſuch a perfon in the 
beginning of the Salivation with very nou- 
riſhing Broaths, adding now and then the 
Yolk of a new laid Egg to the Nahe: 

| Endiue 
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Endive and Succory are moſt properly put 
into Broaths for ſuch a perſon, by reaſon 
they cool and abate the ſharpneſs of the 
Humours, and moderately looſen the Belly, 
Glyſters of Chicken Broath-are proper in 
this caſe, one in four or five Days, by rea. 
ſon they nouriſh the Bowels, which are 
ſabjzect to Tortions and Acrimonious Hu- 
mours ſometimes ſlipping downwards; but 
withal, great Care muſt be taken, that the 
Patient have not too many Stools, leſt the 
Flux be loſt The beſt way for this Pati- 
ent, during the whole time of the Saliva- 
tion, is to ſlick to good clear Broath, 
for having ſuch a courſe to go through, 
Nature muſt be well ſapported. 


Moreover, after the Salivat ion is over, a2 


Nouriſhing Reſtorative Diet drink is pro- 
per; wherein care muſt be taken to avoid 
all things that exſiccate; and great care 
muſt be uſed in giving of Nutriment, that 
eaſily Digeſts; for it muſt be taken oſten, 
it being requiſite to get ſuch a ſtrength 3s 
faſt as Nature can give leave, 
But on the contrary, if a Patient be 
young and robuſt, of- a Sanguine or Fleg- 
matick Conſtitution, then muſt another 
_ courſe be taken, if Solivation be intended, 
and it may be convenient to Purge this Pa- 
tient four. or five times, to Bleed and Bathe; 
* to 
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to abate and nw the Humours,leaſt the 
Salivation ſhould riſe too fixcely;a moderate 
Diet is convenient, of ſuch things as breed 
good but little Juces, ſuch as Mutton, Rab- 
bet, Partridge, Larks, Diet drinks or Ti- 
ſans that gently Exſiccate, are convenient 

in the Preparation of ſuch a Body, 
In the beginning of the Salvation, uſe 
no Broath, but Poſſet drink, or Water- - 
gruel, and ſo continue; and it may be ob- 
ſerved, that a Patient of this Conſtitution 
may be expected to ſpit ſeven or eight 
Pints in twenty four Hours (whereas in 
the caſe before-mentioned , four or fire 
Pints are as much as can be expected) and 
_ after the Salivatjon of ſuch a perſon is per- 
formed, a Diet drink may be given, that 
Exſiccates r and that moves 
Sweat; he muſt obſerve likewiſe to purge 
his Body once in four or five days, as his 

ſtrength. will allow. | 
By this you may obſerve, how much 
more bold you may be with a perſon of a 
Plethorick Conſt itution, and conſequently 
Succulent, than with a Body Emaciated 
where Juices are wanting ; and let none 
omit to obſerve, That in Salivations there 
may happen to ſome weak perſons Fain- 
ting Fits (in which there is no danger) for 
which there is no better Cordial, than 

| ſma 
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ſmall Glaſs of Clanet, which comforts ſuf. 
ficiently; and ſenfitilyudoth preripitate the 
Medicine. The manner of defending the 
Mouth, and healing the Ulbers cauſed by:

| Now upon the whole 
Salivation the: mutter let me give one Ma- 
beſt Cure. = ſterly ſtroke;and plainly de- 
du aeclare, That Salivation'is..

Cure in the World: This plain dealing 
may frighten à multitude of Fools, but 
honeſt and ſenſible Men will allow I write 
the Truth.

Coach and fix Horſes was the beſt Pad in the 
World; among the multitude of mankind, 
but a few enjoy the firſt, and many a 
good man wanting the latter, is glad if he 
can diſpatch his buſineſs a foot. Therefore 
where the Diſeaſe may not be attacked by 
Salivation , it muſt be by ſome , other 
way. 

Nor ds I fay,That every ſort of Pox, or e- 
very Caſe, needs Salivation: Many are ſo ea- 
ſie to cure, that it would be an unneceſſary 
Penance to injoyn it in all. But my mean- 
ing here is, That wherever there is a Con- 
firm*d Pox, Salivation is the beſt of 4 Cures. 
Several Good ways there are, but among 
many Good, there can be but One Bet; 
and that One is Salivation. | 

Now that this is not my private Opini- 
oz only, but that a multitude of thoſe that 
profeſs Phyſick, and likewiſe of thoſe that 
take it, do really think ſo, (whatever they 
may ſay to the contrary) is moſt plainly 
evident by this one Reaſon, viz.

free from the Stone, And manv other 
people I have known, whoſe ill Habits of 
Body, after long ineffectual Courſes, their 
Diſtempers proving Contumacicus, have 
at laſt yielded to a Cure, when once they 
have become — with this Diſeaſe. 
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mean that ſome unhealthy Bodies, 
whoſe Malignity common Phy/ick could 
not cure; theſe People getting the Vene. 
real Diſeaſe, and undergoing a Cure, for 
chat, have, together with that, been per- 


fectly cured of their ot her Diſtempers. 


I do not ſay that the Pox or a Clap, did 
cure this or that Diſeaſe ; but I ſay that 
the Pox being the new Accident that is 
attacked, the other old Diſtempers often 


are cured beyond Expectation.

all ſecurity, but put him to it in earxeſt, 
he knows not at what end to begin. They

mauack, and had Travelled all his Life- 
time, he might ſtill be a Dunce, Will not 
every Apothecary's Boy pretend to cure this 


Diſeaſe ? Doesnot the very Valet de Chambre 


pretend to cure his Maſter, as well as give 

it the Chamber Maid? And have we not 
ſome Wiſe Men of Gotham that truſt theſe 
People, but Time, and their dear bought 
Experience, will teach them, That none 
but judicious Artiſts, who are train*d up 
in the Knowledge of Chyrurgery, who by 
long Experience have attained the Art of 
Curing, are fitting to be truſted with their 
Lives and Reputationss E 3 CHAP.

CHAP. VII. 


The true way of Curing a Gonorrhæa. 


HIS is the common Name of that 
Diſeaſe we call a C ap, although the 
word Gon:rrhe9 ſignifies an involuntary 
flowing of the Sred, which a Clap is not, 
but ſince it wid be hard to remove fo com- 
mon received a Name, I will treat of it 
by either Name of Clap, or if you will 
have it ſo, Genorrhea, | 
A Clap is an Ulcer of the Proſtrate Glan- 
gaſes, which arc ſeated at the Root of the 
Tard and from the Vlceration of theſe Glan. 
dules, the Matter or Pus comes, that ei- 
ther runs, cr js ſqueezed out from the Fe- 
nis, and ſometimes happens, that the Ure- 
thra, or paſſage of the Yard is Ulcerated 
all along, from whence is cauſed the Pain 
in Erection, commonly called Cordee, for 
the Acrimony of the Humour that runs 
from the Ulcer, doth irritate the part, and 
cauſe the Erection of the Yard, and the 
Nerves being much diſtended thereby, 
cauſes the extraordinary Pain, they ſuf- 
fering no leſs than a Convulſion, by the 
pricking of the Acrimonious Humour, du- 
ring the time of Eredion; beſides, the 
Glandales at the Root of the Yard, _ 
£ FE then 
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their ſhare in the Pain, by the violent 
ſtretching of the Yard, although in ſome 
CI, the Patient ſcarce feels the leaſt of 
theſe Accidents, and ſome not ſo much as 
the pain in Piſſing, particularly Women, 
who are not ſo much Afflicted in this caſe 
as Men, but then are not ſo certain in ma- 
king Obſervations of it, the Reaſon why 
few Women feek for help, until the Di- 
ſtemper be ſo long lodg'd, that it becomes 
a confirm'd Fox, nay, ſome men are Fool- 
hardy, that they will little value the Diſ- 
eaſe, (ſay ing, They bave nothing but 2 
Running until the V/cer has eaten away 
the Proſtrate Glandules, or perhaps the 
Humour ſo far fermented by diſorderly 
Living, that the whole Maſs of Blood is 
infected; others (fooliſhly cry out, 77. 
but a Clap) not conſidering the difference 


there is in this Diſeaſe, for ſome Clapi are 
really fo gentle, that I have known one Box - . 


of my Antivenereal Pills to carry off all, and 
on the contrary, ſome are ſo inveterate, 
that they will imploy both Patient and Un- 
dertaker in the Cure, for men ought to con- 
ſider, that there is Degrees of Infectien, 
and that the il babit of the Body, doth very 
much contribute to the Afflicting of the 
Patient; and this is one Reaſon why ſome 
are cured in three Weeks and leſs, and o- 
0 E 4 thers 
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thers perhaps not well in as many Months, 
But to haſten (for I do not deſign a 
Volume) to the True and Safe way of cu- 
ring this Diſeaſe; pray obſerve, That the 
firſt thing to be adviſed is Liquids, ſuch are 
proper Ziſans, Emulſions, or any other Li. 

uors that breed no Acids, but that are 
ſſippery, that ea/ily paſs the Stomach, and 
_ create a ſoft Serum; which paſſing by U- 
Tine, waſhes the Ulcer, and dints the points 
of the Vzxereal Acids, for tis a fault among 
many Fatients, to fear to make Urine be- 
cauſe of Pain, when they ought to do the 
contrary, by filling the Bladder continually, 
by pouring in of convenient Liquors, and 
often making Water, by which means (the 
Urine being made Bal/amick, by the Ano. 
dine Liquors frequently drank) the Ulcer. 
| ſo often waſhed, the Acrimom becomes leſs, 
bor has the Matter which runs, the Power 
ol hurting the paſſage of the Yard, becauſe, 
tis not ſuffered tolie in the part any con- 
ſiderable time. The Body muſt be continual. 
ly" kept foluble, therefore tis convenient to 
Purge the Patient once in two days, or oft- 
ner if need require, and in ſome Bodies, to 
Purge once in three days is often enough. 
Anodine Gliſters once in two days are con- 
venient, but I do not approve of that 
common 1yench Faſhion ,. of continually. 
ba ad fiuffing 
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ſtuffing the Breach with two or three Glt- 
ſters a day. Volatile and other Salts, I fre- 
quently give once or twice in twenty four 
hours, which work by Urine, helping the 
Liquors off the Stomach, which other. 
' Wiſe would be apt to Nauſeate, becauſe 
of their Quantities, it will not be amiſs 
to allow the Patient half a Pint of Wine 
a day, or more if he has accuſtomed his 
Body to it, for all ſudden Alterations are 
injurious to the Dody; thoſe that are, by 
reaſon of their Circumſtances, obliged to 
keep Company, may Drink white Wine or 
Rhe niſb, with Water and Lemon, or as much 
Tea as they pleaſe; Chicken-Broth, with * 
Endive, Succory and Lemon, is proper to 
Drink great Quantities, eſpecially when 
they Purge, always obſerving. to keep the 
Body as ſtill as poſſible, for exerciſe is ver 
injurious, by reaſon it heats and inflames 
the parts, and therefore the leſs the Patient 
Walks, the better it is. Diet muſt be 
obſerved, and all Salt-Meats, and all things 
bard ot Digeſtion muſt be avoided; all Fat- 
ty AXeats are ill, fo are windy things; be 
jure to avoid Salted- Beef, Pork, Bacon, Salt- 
Fiſh, Cheeſe, Fruit, &c. Let the Patient eat 
Chicken, Rablet, Mutron, Partridge, Leal, 
Barley B Broath , "WWater-Gruel , Panadoes 5 
889 Fiſh Boiled, and all things of eaſie 
E 5: _ Diges.- 
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Digeſtion, avoiding all Hot-Sawces, that 
provoke Luſt, or breed Acids ; great 
Care muſt be taken, that the Purgations 
uſcd be not too ſtrong, nor yet too often 
uſed ; for violent Purging often heats the 
parts, procures Inflamation, and not ſeldom 
occaſions Swellings in the Teſt icles, extream 
painful, from which many times are oc- 
cafioned violent Fevers, with extraordinary 
Debility of theBody ; but we muſtleave no 
Accident unprovided for , and therefore 
. when ever this happens, the Patient muſt- 
forbear all Purgatives, except ſuch as are 
very Cool and Gentle. An Avzodine, and 
diſcuſſing Cataplaſm, with a convenient Truſs 
is here to be uſed, if the Tumor be large, 
it will be more painful, and may require 
to take Blood from the Arm, to make Re- 
vultion ; a ſlender Diet is likewiſe conve- 
nient to abate the quantity of Humours; 
a Decoction of Exolient and Diſcutient 
Herbe, and Seeds applied by way of Fo- 
mentation, or as a Semicupium for the Pa- 
tient to fit in is not amis, with Emulſtens 
of the cold Seeds, to abate Inflamation and 
cauſe ſleep. | 
Glyſters of Tere, once a day, are in. 
this caſe convenient, and Wine may be 
drank a Pint a day to atteruate the Hu- 
mours, à Mercurial may be us'd to make 
| Re vul- 
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Revulſion and cauſe Digeſtion, that ſo the 
Running may come on, for 'tis to be ob- 
ſerved thenz whenever this Accident hap- 
pens the Running ſtops, which muſt be 
brought again, and then the Tumor and 
hardneſs will ſoon away, then reſt the Bo- 
dy a few days, and go on with the Cure 
in general. Feſtina Lente is here a gond 
Rule, but on the contrary violent pro- 
ceedings in this Cure, have no better Suc- 
ceſs than in other Matters; I love to fee 
my Patient have a quick and eafie Cure, 
but to be ask'd how long twill be before - 
he is well, is like demanding of a Saylor, 
how long twill be before he arrive at ſuch : 
or ſuch a Port. |

The true way of Curing the Gleete or 
Weeping. - 27-200 


A extraordinary Accident too 
| often happens, either by the too vio- 
| lent Purging, or diſorderly Management 
of the Patient, in either fligbting his Me- 

dicines, or many times repeating of the 

Di ſtemper, getting two os three G/ops one 

; | | vpon * 
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upon the head of another, by which means 
the Proſtrate Glandules, ſo often (or fo 
long) Uleerated, are much eaten away, and 
a Gleete, (or as ſome call it, a Weeping ) is 
occaſioned. 

And this Diſea ſe is really moſt difficult 
to help, by Reaſon. the Humours ſo long

But let me not accuſe our Sparks of 
. two great Iatemperance, nor make them 
more Guilty than really they are; for ma- 
ny of them-are put upon, eſpecially by our 
bejond- Yea- Surgeons, who pretend, to do 
wonders With the Pot of Turpentine, Gly. 
fer and Syringe, which laſt they too ſoon 
ule, and by ſome Reſtringent injection ſtop 
the Running, which in few days breaks 
cut again, and then Be Gar Sir) you have 
got a treſh one, which ten to one, but they 
manage as wiſely as they did beſore,) but 
1:deed is the firſt Clap, which for the time 
of its continuance, may ſer ve for .two or 
three. 

Now. the true way of curing. a Gleete, 
or #%*eping, is ficit to obſerve whether it be 
really to. or not, for I have had many per- 
ſans that have come to me to be cured 
of a Ghete, which When I have viewed, I 

| bare 
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have found to be a virulent: Clap, which I 
have both Treated and Cured, as ſuch, it 
may therefore be convenient to mention 
what a Gl/ezre or Weeping really is, and 
then to ſet down the means of curing the 
ſame, „ 01 Fl 
The Proſtrate Glandales being either 
eaten. away, or too much relaxed, and ſo 
weakened by the continual Ulcerat ion, or 
otherwiſe heated, and diftended by conti- 
nual ſtrong Purgatives, a thin Seminal Mat- 
ter, continually flows from the Yard, and 
this is the true Gleere ; for Nature hath 
placed theſe G/andules at the Root of the 
Yard, to hinder the too ſoon ejecting of 
the Seed, in the Act of Generation, and 
makes them ſerve as Strainers, through 
which the Seed preſſing, is violently emit- 
ted, and is moſt plainly proved, by thoſe 
who labour under this Infirmity, they be- 
ing too ſenſible of the loſs of that natural 
Force, even before the courſe of Nature 
can be ſaid to deprive them of it: And 
from hence it like wiſe happens, that ſuch 
perſons are troubled. with the flipping a- 
way of a thin and Seminal Matter, when 
they go-to Stool, and that in great Quan- 
tities, by which the Patient is much weak- 
ned, and in ſome time rendred incapabte 
of performing the Conjugal Duty. .

Uſe cooling Emulſi on, and Balſamick Ti. 
fans, Stiptick Drops in Water is proper, 
or Water and C/aret for common Drink. 

Glifters of the Decoctions of the cool 
Seeds are good, be ſure to avoid all forts 
of Exerciſe, and all manner of Dict that 
may inflame. 

Be very moderate in the uſe of Venery, 
but do not for bear altogether, uſe Bal/a- 
mick Injectious, but let them not be inject- 
ed with too much force, leaſt they hurt 
the parts already too tender. 

Avoid all ſharp Injections, leafi they 
hurt the Urethra, and deſtroy the Tore of 
the Part ; take Blood from the Arm to 
make Revulſion; bathe the Patient once 

in two days, but let him not Sweat, and 
pray obſerve that you uſe no Medicines of 
Tereb: For all ſuch muſt be avoided, for 
they do more Dilate than Contratt, and 
chere - 
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therefore your Balſamicks muſt be framed af- 
ter another manner. Hypnotzcks may beuſed 
once in two Nights, for they allay ſharp 
Humours, and deſtroy Acids, and prevent 
Inflamations ; let the Patient be careful to 
prevent taking Cold, which many times cau- 
ſes a Defluxion of Humour upon the Glan- 
dules, and Neck of the Bladder with re- 
tention of Urine, but if by accidents ſuch 
a caſe ſhould happen, take heed of medling 
with Catheter or Candle, the latter of which, 
had like to have deſtroyed a Friend of mine, 
a noble Spaniard, who being afflicted with 
this Diſtemper, and his Urine ſomewhat 
ſuppreſſed, he made uſe of a Candle, which 
he put to the Root of the Yard, and 


wounding the Glandules cauſed Inflamati- 


on, and from thence a total ſuppreſſion of 
Urine followed, which indangered his Life, 
for he made not one dropof Urine in ten 
days, notwithſtanding I uſed all proper 
means, having likewiſe the Afiſtance of a 
Learned Phyſician. At laſt upon the ta- 
king a Doſe of the Calom, in a proper Ve- 
bicle, his Urine came away with great 
quantities of Sor des, and was followed by 


a Sanious Matter flowing from the Ulcer;.

Some People perhaps may be difpleaſed 

that I have rot been more particular, in 
ſetting down the. Receipts of my Medi- 
cines, that they might know my Diet 
Drinks, Tiſans, Emulſions, &c. which in- 
deed muſt be varied, according to the Caſe, 
or Conſtitution of the Patient, for I do 
not uſe to let one Pot of my Diet. Drink 
ſerve all Patlents (as ſome I know, do,) 
hut I prepare ſuch as Reaſon directs. In- 
deed, for my Antivenereal Pill, I muſt 
needs ſay, I order all Venereal Patients to 
be Purged, (where Purging. is required) 
by that only, and that for many. Reaſons. 
for Firſt, there is no Pil yet, known, that 
works ſo effectually, and that in ſo;ſmall 
a Doſe, for fifteen Grains, which is three 
ſmall Pills, is a ſufficient Purge for,moſt- 
Men; and above a Scruple I give not to- 
any Man. Moreover *tis obſervable, that 
my Antivenereal Pill, doth not dehilitate 
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as moſt other Purgatives do, nor doth it 
Nauſeate the Stomach, (like moſt Clap 
Phyfick) but ſtrengthens it, and preſerves 
the Appetite, cauſing no unſavory Belches, 
and if ever Cito, tuto, & jucunde, were ap- 
plicable to any Medicine, it muſt be to 
this. And now that I may not amuſe my 
Reader, who cannot otherwiſe imagine, 

but that this Pi muſt be ſome Panacea, of 
three Pounds and ten Shillings a Doſe, 1 
will plainly tell him, that I now mean my 
common N⁰ο Pil, that I have this twen- 
ty years Sold for four Shillings a Box, 
which ' contains thirty Pils, and which 
many have admired, but none ever equal- 
ted, and why I have fo Sold it, I will free 
ly declare, it has always been known that 
too many poor R- and V 
will be getting of *Cl2ps; before they have 
Money to pay the Surgeon, (although I 
have often told them, that ſuch Diſtem- 
pers are fit only for the better ſort,) and 
many poor Wretches have been loft for 
want of Cure; for what can ſuch Per- 
ſons do, in ſuch a Caſe ? It's worth no 
Man's time to pretend to any other Cure, 
than what may be managed by the poor 
Patients own Care: And if ſuch a Me- 
dicine be not to be had, that the meaner 
ſort may purchaſe, what miferable ON 

2 ou 
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ſhould we every where meet! To tell a 
poor labouring Man of Drinking Tiſans, 
and Emulſious, or taking Aperitive Salts, 
Bal/amick Gliſters, &c. would be only to 
tantaiize him, or what ſhall many a poor 
Patient do, (if the Pill were not effectual,) 
whoſe Circumſtances are ſo confining, that 
he cannot have the conveniency of all 
things requiſite , without rendering him 
liable to a Diſcovery, which Accident may 
appear as terrible tg him, as the Pox it 
ſelf, and whoſe Reputation may be utterly 
deſtroyed by his unhappy, and perhaps ne- 
yer before perpetrated. Crime, tis there- 


fore abſolutely neceſſary, that ſome extra- 


ordinary Medicine may be afforded at a 
reaſonable Rate, and that ſuch a Medicine 


is not to be found among common Preten- 
ders, is natural enough to believe ; but let 


no man imagine, that I pretend to Cure 
Claps for the price of any Pills, or yet think 
me fo uncharitable as to deny my advice to 
the Poor. 

Moreover, many poor Sinners that have 
lain under the Torment of doubt, have recei- 
ved no ſmall Comfort from the aſſiſtance 


of this one particular Medicine, for many 


times exceſs in Yenery, joyned with the 
Debauch of Wine, begets ſo great an 
Acrimony in the Urine, and the Guilt ſo

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far poſſeſſing the Mind, the poor Devil 
looſes it's little Senſes, till by taking three 
or four Doſes of the Antivenereal Pills, 
and no Clap appearing, it becomes as joy- 
ful as penitent.

HIS is a fluid. Body reſembling mel- 


ted Lead, of which are ſeveral ſorts ;. 
tis found in the Mines in ſeveral places, 
but eſpecially in the Mines Friuli, the 
Chief of which is at Idria in Goriſtia, be- 
tween the Alps and Hungary, of which. 
ſome is called Virgin Mercury, and this 
is that which runs in the Mines and is 
taken up liquid and pure, the other is 
dug up in an Oare or Cinnabar in hard 
Lumps, which is pounded ſmall, and be- 
ing put into Iron Retorts by a violent 
Fire, the Quicł- ſilver is extracted and for- 
ced into a Receiver, and this is the Quick. 
ffiver of the Shops. which is often adul- 
terated by the Addition of Tinn, Pewter 
or Eead , either of which it will con» 
furae,. and by which it is abaſed.. Artiſts 
feldem truſt to this, but revive the Mer. 
cury they uſe- themſelves from Cinnabar, 
which is no hard matter to perform. From 
this noble Mineral. are prepared divers 
wefuF Remedies, which Artiſts call Mer- 
ext3als ,,. and: whenever mid with => 
| other: 
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other Mineral or Vegetable, are then call- 
ed Mercurial Medicines, however by the 
Vulgar are ſtill called Mercury; the Pre. 
parations are very numerous, and their 
Effects wonderful, for from plain Argen. 
tum Vivum or Quick-ſilver are prepared 
the higheſt Cordials, and on the contrary, 
the moſt deadly Poiſons, according to the 
underſtanding of the Operator. Mercury 
is not to be medled with by every bold 
Intruder, leſt he ſnould kill inſtead of cu- 
ring; he is a Friend or Foe, a Servant or 
a Maſter, and like Fire or Water, if you 
maſter him will be very uſefull, otherwiſe 
Deſtructive; in him you have a ſure Ca- 
thartick, a Diuretick, a Sudorifick, an E- 
metick ; he's an Antifibrifick, Antiſcorbu- - 
tick, & quid von, he is daily uſed in Court, 
City, Countrey, Camp and Navy witk - 
good Succeſs, and yet is every day doing 
miſchief in ſome, or perhaps all theſe pla- 
ces, according to the Judgment, or want of 
it, in-thoſe that adminiſter it, but where 
'tis in the hands of an experienced Artiſt, 
*tis a Balſom of Life, a reſtorer of Health, 
that roots out malignant Diſeaſes , that 
will yield to no ordinary Medicines. - 
But it will be hard to reconcile Man- 
kind to my Opinion, for Mercury has but 
a bad Character in the World, which is

really for want of being better known; 1 
mean rightly underſtood. 

Knaves have given this great Medicine 
an ill Name, and Fools have believed them, 
Quacks that uſe the moſt and worſt ſorc 
draw in ignorant People by railing at this 
Remedy, and pretending never to uſe it, 
but knowing honeſt Practitioners, that 
prepare Mercurials themſelves, are more 
free in their Practice, and own the noble 
Name of Mercury; for indeed what great 
Cure was ever done without it- ? 
Strange Notions ſome People have con- 
ceived about it, that it will lie in the Bo. 
dy many years, and tho' it may cure the 
Diſtemper, that at laſt it will prey up- 
on Nature and deſtroy the Body; nay, 
ſome filly Authors have wrote ridiculous 
Stories of it, that it will lie in the Brain, 
und that they ' have ſeen ſeveral Ounces 
taken out of Mens Sculls, all which is 
utterly falſe, for Mercury is fo Volatile, 
that it cannot lie | in the Body, no not the 
worſt ſart of ir, 'tis only Ficlion deſigned 
{to amuſe patients) by ſuch ſort of Men 
thatwould appear more righteous than their 
Nrighbours, let me therefore reſcue my 
nohle Friend Mercury from the Aſperſi- 
ons unjuſtly laid on him, by averring that 
a true well prepared Mercurial may ſafely 
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be given to a Child of a year old, or to 
a Man of Fourſcore, for I my felf have 
given it to all Ages and Conſtitutions. 
I- have ſeen a Dofe of Mercury given in 
a Malignant Fever, when the learned them- 


ſelves, have ſcarce had room for hope, 


the Medicine has corrected the Malignan- 
cy, and gently working downward. has 
carried off the Morbifick Matter, and the 
Patient as if raiſed: from the Dead, has 
walked about the Houſe next day. In vio-

-boldly affirm, they uſe no Mercury, let Peo- 
ple therefore be moſt cautions to avoid all 
ſuch Pretenders, who ſtuff their Nonſenſi- 
cal Bills with Lyes, and their deluded Pa-

Ulcers in the neck of the Bladder can 
never be cured without the uſe of Aer- 
cury, nor will any thing but Salivation 
perform the Cure, and that' can be raiſed 
by nothing but Mercuriali. 
Old Scorbutick: Uſers, will yield to no 
other Remedy but Mercury; I can ſhew 
ſome perſons that have had ſuch Sores | 
twenty years, and yet have been cu- 
red by a few: Doſes of Mercury; for when

F which is made the Feſuits Powder, 
this was brought firſt into Europe by 
Foſeph Acoſta a-Spaniſh Feſuite, who be- 
ing ſent to Pers, in order to eſtabliſh the 
Roman Catholick Religion in thoſe Parts, 
where: he reſided ſome time, was a Man 
very curious, and obſerving the Peruvian⸗ 
fo run to a Tree and gnaw off the Bark 
and eat it, whenever they were diſtempered 
by Fevers, and obſerving the Effect of it 
to be wonderful by the ſudden Cures it 
wrought, he ſent a conſiderable quantity 
of it to Cadrz, from whence it was dif- 
perſed into moſt Parts of Europe, the Ac- 
count Acoſta had given of it, made all 
men fond of it, and it was ſold at prodi- 
gious Prices; but the miſtake in giving it 
was great, for the Phyſicians of thoſe times 
gave it during the Fit, and the quantity 
they gave being too ſmall rendred the 
Medicine ineffectual , ſo that it loſt its 
Credit, and became as it were uſeleſs, 
till the great Sir Theodore de Mayerne ſeem- 
| | ed 
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ed to revive it; but being a man of Wit, 
as well as Learning, and knowing our Peo- 
ple had received an ill opinion of it, he 
gave it under the Name of his Febrifuge, 
this was in Charles the Firſts time, and 
from thence till after the Fire of London 
there was but little of it uſed ; tis true, 
ſome of our Phyſicians knew it,. but had 
no great opinion of it; till Tabor, who 
was a Servant to an Apothecary in Cam- 
bridge brought it into uſe among us, for he 
having ſome knowledge of the uſe and 
true Doſes came up to London, where not 
finding Encouragement enough, and his 
Authority not being great enough to give 
Credit to this great Remedy, he travels 
into Rent, and there from Town to Town 
cures all ſorts of Agues, where having got 
Money, and aſſurance of the Efficacy of this 
Remedy, he removes to London, where he 
ſets up by the Name of Doctor Tabor, 
buyes whole Bales of the Bark, and revives 
the Fame of this wonderful Medicine ; at 
firſt he was loaded with the infemous 
Name of Quack, but ſo great was his Suc- 
ceſs, that he ſeldom failed in the Cure of 
either intermitting or continued 'Fevers : 
he is ſent for to Court, gives his Medi- 
cine to King Charles the Second, and is 
by him. Knighted ; he lived as great as 
any:

any Man, for his Profits were very extra- 
ordinary, and if he had been ſo cunning 
to have concealed his Medicine, he might 
have have had an Eftate equal to a Prince ; 
by this time every Body fell in with the 
Medicine, and the Bark was ſo much uſed, 
and ſo often demanded, that once more 
it became very ſcarce (I will not ſay dear, 
for no price is above its value) ſo that 
T have once given nine Pounds ready Mo- 
ney for a pound of it; but to return to 
my Doctor, who was now a Knight, and in 
his Coach, and eating in gilt Plate, every 
day keeping open Houſe, ſetting what 
price he pleaſed on his Medicine, though 
to do him right he was eaſie enough to 
poor or ordinary People, but the Rich he 
made to pay for it. But our Phyſicians 
generally falling into the uſe of the Cor- 
tex, put ſome check to his extraordinary 
Buſineſs, and he being ſent for into France 
to cure the Prince of Conde, and others 
of the Royal Blood, being prodigioufly 
rewarded, having a thouſand Piſtols given 
him for one Cure, and felling his Medi- 
cine to the French King for a great Sum 
of Money, ſets up in France, where being 
extreamly hated by the French Phyſicians , 
he had a Guard allowed him by the King, 


a Swiſs being continually at his W : 
| 1 
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but the Hatred of the Phyſicians ſtill increa- 
ſing againſt him, and they finding he had 
not much Learning, at laſt obtain'd leave 
of the King to Diſpute with him in his 
Majeſties Preſence, where one of them, de- 
manding of him the Definition of a Fe- 
ver, was thus anſwered, a Fever is a Diſ- 
eaſe, you do not know how to Cure, but 
I do; at which the King laughed hear- 
tily, and broke off their Diſpute : He li- 
ved ſome years in Frarce very profuſely 
and died there, not without the - Suſpicion 
of being poiſoned. This famous far- 
fetch'd Bark is, and ever like to be in 
great Fame, tis moſt certainly the grea- 
teſt and fafeſt Febrifuge ever known ; dai- 
ly Cures multitudes, and hurts none, ha- 
ving no manner of ill quality in it, for 
though fome ignorant People give it an ill 
 Charatter, *tis only becauſe they know 
it not [rightly ; ſome will ſay they have 
took it, and have been ill after it, which 
may be, and yet not the Cortex the cauſe 
of it, for if they take not enough to E- 
radicate the Febrifick Matter, no wonder 
then that they are ili after it, for *ris the 

return of the Diſeaſe, and not the Fe- 
ſuits Powder, that is the cauſe of their 
Diſtemperature; for to attack a Diſeaſe 
by halves, 1 mean by too ſmall Doſes, or 
to

to leave off taking the Medicine, before 
the Fever is extirpated, is like building a 
Houſe, Plaiſtering, Wainſcoating and Pain- 
ting it, but never thinking of the Covering 
to preſerve it from Rain or Snow, and 
therefore *tis no wonder to hear fooliſh 
People cry out, the Feſuits Powder did 
them no good, 'twas it may be becauſe 
they took not enough, or not took it at 
proper times, or had not able Advice 
how to regulate themſelves with it, for 
*tis not for every old Woman or Nurſe 
to pretend to give it, or any way to un- 
derſtand it, whether the ſort be good or 
no, for there is difference inithis as well 
as in other Druggs ; tis true, there be 
ſome that know the ſorts, but know not 
which way it operates, not conſidering 
how tis replete with Volatile Salts, and a 
Pungent bitterneſs on the Tongue, with 
ſome little roughneſs, which makes it 
tzem Stiptick ; and from thence ſome Er- 
roneouſly conclude, that it only ſtops the 
Diſeaſe and ſhuts it up in the Body, which 
is a miſtake, for my part I judge, that it 
abſorbs the Febrifek, Ferments and Com- 
forts the Stomach, and gently Purges off 
the peccant Humour. Now 'I know ſome 
deny it has any purging Quality, but I 
who have * it many hundred times, 

always 
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always am purged by it ; now if it had 
not that quality, why do Phyſicians give 
Reſtringents with it, as Laudanum, and 
Sr. e Roſ. &c. which are commonly joyn- 
ed with it. In Bodies that are able to 
bear it, tis moſt uſual to give Zmeticks 
before it, and ſometimes to give it in the 
bitter purging Draught, but theſe things 
muſt and ought to be varied by the Phy- 
ſician, as reaſon and the caſe of the Patient 
directs , for tho I, who have a ſtrong Body, 
and yet often ſubject to intermitting Fe- 
vers, do always take my eſuits Powder 
in Coffee, and ever let it purge me, ha- 
ving forty times found by Experience the 
excellent Effects of it, yet this would not 
be ſo proper a way for a perſon weak- 
ned by many Fits; I drink it often in 
Claret, another takes it in Milk-Water ; 
I really believe no way better than Wine, 
and that ſuch as the Patient beft likes, 
Nor is this noble Medicine a Remedy only 
for Agues which are intermitting , tis 
rticularly proper for all thoſe that are 
ick, for all .Hydropick perſons, far 
out-doing all the teſtacieus Powders in 
the Acidity of the Blood; Experience 
every day ſhews, that the Learned do give 
it in all odd Caſes, by which all other 
Medicines are baffled in all periodical 
Pains,

Pains, tis a miraculous Medicine; and 
for thoſe that will accuſe it for any man- 
ner of Noxious quality, I muſt take leave 
to Laugh at them; the Italian, have a 
Proverb, That a Surfeit of Bread is deadly, 
intimating that no ſuch thing can be, I 
might fay the ſame of Teſuirs Powder, 
rightly prepared, and judicieuſly. admini- 
ſtred; for if one Man has been choaked

Poppy. Garcias a famous Spaniſh Phy f- 
cian, does aver 'tis made of the white, 
there being no black to be found in all the 
Countrey of Cambaja, the Opium is made 
by cutting the Head cf the Poppy as it 
is growing in manner as we cut an 
Orange to roſt it then lay ing the Leaves of 
the Plant under it to receive the Juice, 
which as it drops is ſpiſſated by the heat 
of the Sun, and it being thus thickned 
they lay it by in Cakes, rowling it in a 
Leaf of the Plant, and this is not un- 
likely by reaſon that we buy in the Shops 
has Leaves adhering to it. ö | 

Much Diſpute has been about the Tem- 
perament of Opium, and divers of our 
Learned men have not yet agreed the 
Point; the Ancients were of Opinion 
that it was cold, and therefore they joy- 
ned hot things with it to correct it, as 
Cloves, Nutmegs , Mace, Cinnamon, Gir. 


ger, Cubebs, Galangal, Myrrbæ, Safran 


Zedoary, &c. and this appears from all 
their Narcotick Compoſitions , witneſs 
their Pill. Cyzogloſſ. Pill, Styrace, Re- 
quies Nicolai, Philenum, Romanum, &c. 
but I beg leave to ſay, I am not of their 
Opinion who think it cold, for firſt the 
Bitterueſs of it denotes it hot, but a 
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more convincing Reaſon of its heat is, 
that tis inflamable, nor can any thing be 
cold, that is fo replete with a fetid Sulphur 
as Opium is, the ways of Preparing, as 
well as uſing Opiam are many : Charras 
gives you ſeveral, the Aguſtan, and Lon- 
don Pharmacop. others, but 'tis my Opi- 


nion Torrefation is better than any, for 


the Diſſolution in Spirit of Wine or Wa- 
ter do neither of them abate its fxtid 
Sulpbur, but by drying it, and evapora- 
ting the ſulphureous Particles in a Sand- 
Bath or in an Oven, it becomes much 
better, but when all is done, I like none 
ſo well as to cut it in very thin Slices, and 
in a glazed earthen Pan to dry it before 
the Fire. till it will powder between the 
Fingers, and by this means the power of the 
Fire frees it from its ſætid Su/phur ; more- 
over, *tis by nothing better corrected than

In ſome perſons, I have given four or 
five Grains in a day, while they have'been 
in Salivations, without which the Flax 
would have turned downwards to the great 
prejudice of the Perſons; but in ſome 
People one Grain is enough. | 

I have often given it with great Suc- 
ceſs in Venereal Cafes, and in old Gletes 
found it very uſeful. 

In the Cholick, tis wonderful being mix d 
with a Purgative ; I have often given one 
Grain after a good Doſe of my Cordial 
Tintture has emptied the Bowels, and 
always found it effectual.

HIS is a very noble Medicine, when | 


well prepared, and duely taken z but 


the Ignorance of many who pretend to 
give it, has rendered the Credit of it much 
leſs than it deſerves; 'tis a ſlow but ſure 
Remedy, not effecting great Matters in a 
few days, but working Wonders in two 
or three Months ; more eſpecially when - 
guided by a skiful Phyſician, tis awonderful 
opener of Obſtructions, a great Secret a- 
gainſt Barrenneſs, a mighty Remedy for 
Melancholy, helps the Hypocondriack, eaſes 
the Spleen, and allags Vavours, ſtrengthens 
the Stomach and Bowels, and is admira- . 
ble in helpiog Fluxes of the Belly; takes 
away ſower Belching, and Fumes of the 
Stomach, but let me not be miſunderſtood, 
J do not ſay this is performed by Needle, 
Duſt or Ruſt of old Iron, or infuſions of 
old Nails, for theſe are the common Me- 
dicines of old Women, and of ſome old 
Men too, who are not of the Phyſick 
Line, and who would do better in the Fa- 
| culty 
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culty they were bred to, and mght be-
